MR. GOODWIN ELECTED. 

THE SCHOOL BOARD HOLDS A RATHER UN- 
EXPECTED MEETING. 

The School Board, which adjourned to 
Julv 5th, was suddenly called together 
Tuesday evening, to take action on the 
election of Mr. K. J. Goodwin, of Nashua, 
N. H., as master of the High School. No 
reason was given to the public for this 
change in plans, hut it is said that Mr. 
Goodwin declined to have his election sus- 
pended for so long a time, and demanded 
instant action, as the situation was neither 
pleasant nor flattering for him. The school 
hoard met at 7..50. with all the members 
present except President Coffin, Dr. Shinn 
and Mr. Frost. The High School Commit- 
tee, which had been in session previously, 
reported through the chairman, Mr. E. W. 
Converse. that the committee recommended 
that Mr. Goodwin be engaged, and that his 
salary bo fixed at $3,000. an increase of 
$200 over what had previously been paid. 

Mr. Ames said that all the members of 
the High School Committee seemed to be 
satisfied in their own minds, and as the 
interests of tlie High School should be 
dearer than the interests of any one man, 
he hoped the new comer would be given a 
cordial welcome and a fair start, that the 
past would he buried and the future would 
be looked forward to hopefully. He recom- 
mended that Mr. Goodwin be elected unani- 
mously. 

The motion passed and the salary wa 
fixed at $3,000. 

Mr. Philbrick than moved that the cases 
of Miss Rich and Miss Smith he taken from 
the table, and said that these ladies who 
had worked so faithfully for the school 
liad been very unfairly treated, in being 
left in suspense so long. 

Mayor Kimball said that he agreed heart- 
ily with tlie sentiments of Mr. Pliilhrick. 

Mr. Walton then moved that the hoard go 
into executive session, and read an address 
in defence of such action, in which he 
stated that it was not taken because the 
hoard had no confidence in the public, but 
because they had; tlie public had shown 
their confidence in the members of the 
hoard by electing them to such responsible 
positions. The action was not taken be- 
cause the hoard had uo confidence in the 
friends who were present to report the pro- 
ceedings, but because it was essential that 
for teachers to succeed in their work, they 
must have the confidence of their pupils, 
and it would do no good to have the criti- 
cisms made upon the teachers published. 

The board then went into executive 
session. 

THE EXECUTIVE SESSION. 

It was finally decided to hire two male 
teachers, in place of the two ladies whose 
names were under consideration. The 
number of boys in the school is so large, 
that it was thought best to make this 
change for the sake of good order and dis- 
cipline. on the theory that boys of the 
lower classes are more easily restrained by 
male teachers than by 'those of the 
opposite sex. It will increase the expense 
of conducting the school, as large salaries 
will have to be paid. Had the board 
reached this decision earlier, or given some 
intimation of their plans, it would have been 
much fairer to the two excellent teachers 
who are to retire, and whose faithful ser- 
vices entitled them to that courtesy at 
least.

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

HOT II BRANCHES AD.IOFHN* OVKR UNTIT. 

8 KPTKMBRR. 

Both bvnnchcs «»f tlio city government 
met Monday evening. In the Common 
Council all the members were present ex- 
cept Messrs. Burr and Core, and only con- 
current business' was transacted. An ad- 
journment was made to tbe 12th of Sep- 
tember. 

In the board of aldermen all the members 
were present. The minutes of the last 
meeting were read and approved. 

Tbe street railway order came up for dis- 
cussion, and Alderman Nickerson read two 
agreements, one of which was satisfactory 
to the Highway Committee, and tbe other 
to the Street Bail way Committee. 

The chief points of difference were, as al- 
ready stated in the Graph it , that the 
Highway Committee desire the company 
to use the Richards improved rail, weigh- 
ing 54 pounds to the yard, and the best 
quality Boston Paving blocks, and pay to 
the city 1-2 cent lor every passenger carried, 
after the road has been in operation three 
years. The company do not wish to he 
bound by any special kind of rail, as they 
say they will have to pay much more than 
if they could- invite competition; and the 
same is true in regard to paving blocks. 
The committee are willing to leave the 
word Boston out of the clause about pav- 
ing blocks, if tirst quality blocks are used, 
but they insist upon the rail, as no other 
seems to promise to he of so little incon- 
venience to those who drive along the 
streets, and they arp willing to compromise 
about the amount to bo paid to the city lor 
each passenger carried. 

The agreements are of a solid character, 
and provide that the company shall not 
pile up snow on either side of their track, 
shall pay all expenses of repairing streets 
causeu ny laying their tracks; shall lay 
their tracks in a manner satisfactory to the 
City Engineer and the Highway Committee, 
that their grant trom the city nIihii not l.c 
assignable to any other person or corpora- 
tion, and that the disuse ot any street shall 
forfeit their permission to use said street. 

Alderman Pettee said that lour members 
of the boavu were not present at the hear- 
ings last winter, and proceeded to explain 
the points brought out in the several hear- 
ings, both for and against the road, at con- 
siderable length. 

Alderman Nickerson said the committee 
had written to many cities for samples of 
the rails used and the Richards rail was 
admittrd to he the best. There was an 
English one quite as good, hut it was much 
more expensive. A heavy rail was needed, 
so that it would not he injured by the driv- 
ing across it of heavy teams. 

The committee had had samples of the 
paving stones used in Boston, and were 
satisfied that only the tirst quality would 
answer tl e purpose. The road should be 
so constructed as to cause the least possible 
discomfort to carriages. 

Aide, man Pettee said that it had been 
stated that the company c«»uld not afford 
to build such an expensive road. That was 
not the hoard of aldermen’s business, they 
should agree upon wbat was best tor the 
city, and if the company could not afford 
to build such a road now’, they could wait 
until the city grew. 

Alderman tyrant said that the Highway 
Committee consisted of three aldermen 
and four councilman, and as the decision of 
the matter rested with the aldermen alone, 
no thought the board or a special committee 
should consider it and see if some satisfac- 
tory agreement could not be reached. 

Alderman Pettee called fur the ordinance 
which had been passed some time ago, 
which read rliat the hoard should make 
such an agreement as the Highway Com- 
mit .ee should direct. 

Alderman Grant said that lie saw nothing 
in that to prevent referring the matter to 
a special committee of the hoard. 

• Alderman Nickerson said the committee 
ought to he a committee of the whole. 

Alderman Ilollis said the question was 
one of great importance, and the new mem- 
bers lacked the necessary information. A 
vote should not he passed until they could 
study it. lie thought the matter should 
he referred to a special committee, and 
after a full investigation they couid report 
at a future meeting what measures they 
thought best to adopt. He meant no re- 
flection on the Highway Commit tee.as they 
had acted only for the best interests of the 
city, hut the hoard ought to know more 
about t he matter. 

Alderman Harwood said that the High- 
way Committee had looked into the matter 
tn.u'oughlv, and their recommendations 
ought to l»e followed. 

Alderman Ward said rliat if the Highway 
Committee w ould report tneir opinions the 
board woufd he able to make a report to 
night, lie s.iould like to near some report 
from them. 

Alderman l’cttie said that if the whole 
board would act as a committee, they 
could soon r< aoh a decision and an- 
nounce their ultimatum. 

Alderman Hollis said that the Highway 
Committee had only reported that they 
were unable to agree; perhaps a smaller 
committee might lie more successful, and 
reach s-nne decision that would he satisfac- 
tory to all. 

Alderman Nickerson said that the com- 
mittee ha i not i e ported that they were un- 
able t • a -ree, but that tbe railroad com- 
pany had refused to accept their terms. 

Alderman Grant said that perhaps the 
trouble »<*•> that toe majority ot thu com- 
mittee wen; from the Common Council. and 
if a specia' committee of aldermen were 
appointed the whole question could be 
brought to a locus. It w.u, plain that the 
board of aldermen had the right to grant 
a location, but the matter was then left in 
the Highway < omiuittcc s bauds. Perhaps 
a different view would be taken after there 
had been a lull discussion. 

lie moved that the matter he referred to 
a commit lee ot the w hole. 

Alderman Pettee said that as yet the 
company bad given no details, ami he 
should like to hear some, and if they were 
to lie given a hearing the remonstrants 
should also he given a chance to be heard. 

Alderman Nickcison said that t lie officers 
of the company had been requested to make 
a statement, and lie had no objection to 
hearing from them. 

Mr. George W. .Morse said it was merely 
a correction of the mistakes that hud been 
made. 

Alderman P< Mom said he did not pro- 
jP'tsu t'i In; c i|t«-. tc« , and he did not see 
mo need of any slat, menu i.oiu the com- 
pany ai this time. 


Mr. Morse was given leave to Rpenk and 
said that the public statutes provided that 
the hoard of aldermen must either grant a 
location or refuse it.. It had no power to 
ask the company to sign an agieemcnt. and 
if one was signed it would not he legal or 
binding. The statutes defined the powers 
of the hoard. It a location was granted, 
the company must accept the terms given. 
No joint committee could legally act. save 
to give advice, as the hoard could not del- 
egate its powers. The power given to the 
hoard by tin* legislatuie might possibly 
he construed ns giving them a location, 
hut the company w isle d to snow every re- 
spect, to the board and so had applied to 
them for a location, and were hound to ac- 
cept, their decision. 

Alderman Nickerson said it was a 
misapprehension of terms rather than of 
ideas. 

Tlio question was then referred to a 
committee of the whole and Thursday 
evening. June :10th, was appointed as the 
date, at 7 p. m.

B. K. Pierce, resigning li is position as 
trustee of the Public Library, lie having 
been appointed librarian. The resignation 
was accepted and Mayor Kimball appointed 
Mr. Edwin B. Haskell to till the vacancy. 

A petition was received from residents 
of Waverley avenue for a plank sidewalk 
from JSarg. nt to .Montrose slice t, on the 
westerly side of the avenue. 

Alderman Grant reported an order which' 
was pa sod, appropriating $i 2 >tor clerical 
assistance in the office- of the City Treasur- 
er. 

An order was passed authorizing the 
Street Light A Euei cominitieeto pm chase 
2,000 tons of coal for the use of the city. 

Horace S. Crowell asked to have a con- 
crete walk laid on Waverley avenue. 

W. F. Woodman of New ton Center was 
granted a license to keep and sell fireworks. 

Timothy O’Leary, wlio asked for $ 2 oU 
damages, was given leave to withdraw. 

Licenses were granted to I). 1). Slade, for 
stable on Hammond street; C. H. Corken, 
for stable on Parker street; 1). II. McWain, 
for shed on Pelham street; II. \V. Crowell, 
tor shed on Church street. 

Elenzur Thompson of Newton Highlands 
was granted a license as an autioneer. 

James McGurty and 1). S. Famlmirt were 
granted licenses to move buildings. 

C. W. Morehouse, O. F. Luc us and A. 
H. Whitney were granted licenses t * sell 
gutipower. 

The public property committee were 
given power to procure plans and specifica- 
tions for a two room school house on Station 
street, Thompsonviile, and to advertise for 
proposals. 

Wm. Pettegrew gave notice of intention 
to build a dwelling house, 34 by 47 on 
Prince street; one 31 by 47 oil Washington 
street; li. F. Titus, to build house 30 l'ect 
square on Richardson street. 

A number ot small hills were approved, 
among them one of $120 for type writer, 
for use in the City Clerk’s office. 

Dustin J. Smith. Russell F. Smith, Clark 
Fisher, Wm. P. Soule, Win. A. Leonard 
and Clias. R. Young were appointed special 
policeman for the 3rd, 4th and 5th of July. 

An order was passed to pay the claim of 
Maurice Gray, $8.00, for damage done by 
defective water pipe. 

Alderman Pettee presented a petition to 
have the pay of engineers in the lire de- 
partment restored from $050 to $1080, and 
that of drivers from $750 to $000. 

Upper Fall* residents petitioned to have 
grade of low section of Winter street 
raised. 

It was voted t » pay .1. Q. Henry and 
others $70, for expenses incurred in looking 
up detective titles. 

The board then adjourned to September 
5 th.

Tho graduating exeroipcs of the class of 
’87 drew a very large crowd to the High 
School building on Tuesday, anti before the 
hour appointed for beginning the exercises, 
every seat in the largo room was filled, and 
tho friends of the school had taken pos- 
sesion of the smaller room reserved for tho 
pupils. The exercises opened promptly 
with tho marching in of tho graduating 
class, and after they were seated Mr. Cut- 
ler called upon those who had parts as- 
signed them, tho order being as follows:

Mr. Chase’s oration was a very clever one 
and spoken with admirable clearness and 
emphasis, so that even those whoso knowl- 
edge of Latin had grown rusty were aide 
to follow him with more or less ease. Miss 
►Smith’s parallel between two heroines of 
the French Revolution, Madame Elisabeth 
and Madame Roland, was very cleverly 
drawn, and the difference between tho 
moral natures of the two heroines skill- 
fully contrasted. The practical nature of 
tho essays rather took the audiences by 
surprise, and they would have done no dis- 
credit to graduates of a much more ad- 
vanced school. However that is one of the 
great merits of the Newton High School. 
There was an excellent moral tone running 
through all the essays, and tho pupils have 
evidently had tho benelit of wise instruc- 
tion in that as well as in other respects. 

Miss Paul’s “Higher Education of Wo- 
men” was another excellent essay, and was 
full of practical advice to her sisters. Miss 
Caroline Goodyear, whoso essay was en- 
titled “The Moral Lesson of Astronomy” 
was excused, as she had unexpectedly gone 
to Europe after the essay was written. The 
other essays and orations were all excel- 
lent, and gave evidence of the faithful in- 
struction in their own language the school 
has received. It is doubtful if there is a 
high school in tho country whose pupils 
have such a high grade of literary ability, 
part of which is of course due to the Ly- 
ceum and Review. 

A very amusing colloquy entitled “Men 
and Women as Seen by the Poets,” gave a 
pleasing variety to the exercises, and the 
quotations on the respective merits of the 
two sexes were very apt, and at times very 
amusing. Tho musical part of tho exer- 
cises, it was explained, were under the 
charge of Miss Adclado F. Lecoinpte, one 
of the graduates, who is an excellent mu- 
sician, and they were not the least inter- 
esting part of the exercises. The class his- 
tory by Miss Blood was written in excellent 
taste, and is given in full below. The al- 
lusions to tho teachers to whom the class 
felt especially indebted, called out enthu- 
siastic applause, and that to Sir. Cutler 
called out such a hearty response both 
from tho pupils and from the audience 
that it was several minutes before tho fair 
historian could proceed. 

Tho exercises closed with the present- 
ation of tho class for diplomas, which win 
done by Mr. Cutler, who said that tho 
class was not only one of tho largest that 
ever graduated from the school, but also 
was not surpassed by any of its predeces- 
sors in character and attainments. As 
he was to graduate from the school with 
tho class, ho said ho should always esteem 
it an honor to belong to the class of ’87. 

Mayor Kimball responded by saying that 
it was a pleasant duty for him to present 
diplomas to a class so highly commend- 
ed. It was an honor to a school to send 
forth such pupils, ami lhe high reputa- 
tion of the Newton High School grad - 
atos was due, not because it had a school 
board (laughter); not wholly because it 
had an unsurpassed corps of teachers, (ap- 
plause); hut chielly because of tho studi- 
ous character, industry and application of 
tho pupils themselves. He hoped thoy 
would always carry with them the memory 
of the pleasant, happy years thoy had 
passed here, and as they went forth to 
take their part in the world’s duties, they 
would find as much happiness as they had 
had in tho past. Ho wished the graduates 
every prosperity, and then proceeded to 
distribute the diplomas, lie caused a smile 
by stating that ho would not read them, as 
through some blunder the diplomas were 
not oh hand, and blank paper had t#> ho 
substituted. Tho school board took charge 
of getting tho diplomas this year, hut 
have been too busy with other matters to 
got them ready in time.

HISTORY OF TIIE CLASS OF >87

Onco move, dear friends, you listen to a 
class history— so much like other class 
histories, yet so different, in that it is tho 
history of our class, the class of f 87 of tho 
Newton High School. 

We came ono morning in September, four 
yenrs ago, ono hundred and twenty-five of

bra and French, while to some of ns the 
awful skeleton was displayed, and to others 
Roman History opened its arms. 

How grand we felt always to ho addressed 
with a “Miss” on our names. (I am speak- 
of girls now. We really did pity the boys, 
because they were spoken to so bluntly.) 
Wo enjoyed telling our small sisters school- 
stories, just to show how lino that “Miss” 
did sound. 

We gradually came to know ono another, 
and felt quite well acquainted after a few 
collisions at tho doors of rooms 4 and 5. 
There is something peculiar about those 
doors, for they * certainly have been tho 
cause of more collisons than all tho others 
in the building. 

We often noticed, even then, that when 
a certain member of our class didn’t know 
his lesson very well, his spectacles broke. 
This is a strango and interesting fact. 

The boys drill was a source of great 
pleasure, to us girls, at least, especially on 
rainy days. For ’then we could not only 
soft, hut hear. The drum rolling, not in tho 
distance but a few Icet away, and the stern 
voices of the officers resounding through 
the bails, were very conducive to study. 
The h ill was tilled with boys, and it was a 
feat t in ordeal for a girl to pass those rows 
o: bayonets. We have no doubt that these 
same inspirers of fear would themselves 
have been terrified had they seen us wield- 
ing the dumbclls. 

Before we realized it, the year was gone. 

When wo came together again in Septem- 
ber, we were appalled by tho dreadful news 
that we were to be separated, separated not 
by a board mrtition, but by a whole llight 
of stairs. *t was dreadful to bear, antf^ve 
felt it all the more as wo were the first 
class that had had publicly to yield to the 
long continued pressure for lack of room. 
It took all our courage to endure it. Our 
only consolation was the one hour a veek 
when we were together, declamation hour, 
and wo did our best to make this pleasant. 

Many of us began Greek this year, and 
that we made a success of it may be seen 
by the records still kept of the examina- 
tions, in which, a thing unprecedented, the 
coveted mark of one hundred was more 
than once obtained. To our teacher in this 
study wo give our warmest thanks, for no 
matter how badly we blundered, or how 
often we forgot, he was always the same 
k.nd, patient teacher. 

Ccesar too was taken up, and when wo 
had built his bridge, we thought it strange 
that so wonderful a piece of architecture 
Cwiild have been destroyed. 

In an English recitation one day. wo were 
discussing the expression “Shall Brutus 
bootless kneel?” After several had failed 
to exp’ain it correctly, the teacher turned 
expectantly to tho ono who always knew 
his lesson, and was informed that it meant 
“Without his boots.” 

As the world began to grow green in the 
spring, some of us began to study “llow 
Plants Grow Gray.” Those who did not 
lost much pleasure. 

Toward the end of tho year the prizo drill 
interested us, because wo thought it might 
be that one of our classmates should he 
victorious. Our highest hopes were ful- 
filled when both prizes wero won by boys 
of ’87, and we came homo with radiant 
faces, proud of our two heroes. Tho drill 
had its amusing as well as its glorious 
points. Wo understand that the white 
cotton gloves were all of one size, for hands 
big or little, and we well remember tho lit 
of those gloves. 

Several valuablo members left us at tho 
ond of that year. .Two from our class 
ontered tho {institute of Technology, and 
we were proud that they could do this on 
two years of preparation only. 

After our summer rest wo met again i . 
September, this time as second class. ,'t 
. coined as if we had stepped up a mile or 
so. But to our grief we did not occupy the 
second class room, and so missed the 
pleasure of being a year in the room of our 
dear Latin teacher. How much we lost hy 
not being under hei kind care wo oaunot 
tell. But we made tho most of our Vergil 
recitations, atul were so much affected by 
tho story, that when poor Dido killed her- 
self, the boys came to class with black ncek- 
tieH. I am afraid that sometimes we were 
a hit troublesome, but we hope our kind 
friend has forgotten that. Even tho boy 
who delighted in asking tho most questions 
is. 1 am sure, sorry if he over annoyed her. 
If lie did annoy her she never showed it. 
We cannot express enough, our apprecia- 
tion for her carefulness and patience. 

The ealisthouie nrizo drill came off early 
in this year, and we wore proud that it was 
a member of our class who won tho lirst 
prize. This drill served not only to awaken 
our interest in calisthenics, hut to arouse 
our sleeping faculties in respect to our 
studies. Perhaps this is duo to the fact 
that wo caught sumo of tho inspiration of 
our earnest and hclnful teacher. Tho in- 
terest begun then has continued to the 
present date, and we are sure our touchers 
agree with us when wo say that military 
drill and calisthenics have helped many in 
their studies. 

In the middlo of the year we wore grieved 
by the loss of our class president. Though 
we knew h obeyed the cull of duty, we 
could not be so brave about lotting him go 


as lie \\ .is about going. We have much 
missed his pleasant lace. 

WecliOHO ourhusiinsR manager for the 
Review and have h;yi llo cause to legii l our 
choice. We considered deeply how we 
should reliesh the liisi class Alien they 
graduated, and wero lully repaid l*v tho 
compliment they paid us in the Review, lor 
the ice cream and cake we furnished, in 
lact, we were very loud of ’sd, and lost 
many good friends Horn our school life 
when leafy June called them to say good 
by to us. Too many, we thought, of our 
own class went with them. I liouglt they 
moved trnm our path, they did not from 
our thoughts. 

lie w hum wc had been wont to call our 
best deelaimer left us. Wo hope he has 
been successful in tho paths of business on 
which he has entered. 

Another one left the school in order to 
finish his college preparaton else where. 
Wo hope he has found there It tends as 
appreciative as those be still lias here. 

Another rest— yet during the summer 
weeks we wore united inure closely by 
many pleasant hours together. 

Last September we found ourselves lirst 
class. There was no ’8(5 to look tip to, but 
there were ’88, ’811 and MMI to look up to us. 
We could appreciate now what it was to 
have to share our room— our lirst-c.ass 
room. But wo remembered our tr.ais 
when we were second class, and treated ’88 
with forbearance. We were daily remind- 
ed by the sound of tho hammer and tho 
saw of tho “good time coming”— but alas! 
not for us. Next year, O class of ’88, you 
may have a roonrof your own. But you 
will doubtless be a better lirst clas.-> on ac- 
count of the discipline you have had as 
second. A second class iisually exults in 
spirits, and it is well to have them curbed 
a bit. 

Wo chose our class motto early in the 
year: "Forti et lideli nihil difficile.” There 
was an objection to it at tirst as being too 
speciiie. since it reads: “To a brave and 
laithlul man nothing is difficult.” It was 
suggested that we change it to the piural. 
In this dilemma it was characteristically 
remarked by one young man, that as iur as 
the form went, it might bo read "To a brave 
and lailhful man or woman nothing is an- 
ticult.” Our motto remained as it was. 

There have nourished in our class sev- 
eral clubs, which have had many pleasant 
meetings this year. The parties winch 
have been so successful have made us bet- 
ter acquainted. We can only regret that 
they should have occasioned uinriendly 
criticism. 

Our lyceum has prospered, and when wc 
have seen "our boys” so much in earnest, 
and arousing so much enthusiasm among 
their listeners, we can but think of the fu- 
ture, when we shall see them doing nobly 
oa larger platforms and broader subjects. 

A new enterprise was started this year— 
a school chorus. Those who listened to 
tho concert given in May, need no other 
proof of the success of this organization. 

It lias been a source of regret that wo 
have not all been privileged to study Eng- 
lish this year. So many have been tho ap- 
preciative remarks in regard to the teacher 
of these classes, that we can join those 
favored by her teaching in extending to her 
our deep and heartfelt thanks. 

Our French teacher, too, wo would 
remember. We realize w-e have often been 
very trying to her, but she has been so for- 
bearing and kind that w’e cannot forget 
it. 

The High School Review has increased in 
circulation and effectiveness, and when we 
congratulate its editors we are only ex- 
pressing the sentiment of many outside out- 
class. 

Much to our regret the vice-president of 
our class left us about the middle of the 
year, and our worthy president has been ob- 
liged to fulfil the arduous duties unassisted, 
but we have found him fully competent to 
carry tho burden alone. 

There is one member of our class to 
whom we are especially grateful for her 
earnest participation in calisthenics, the 
chorus, tho lyceum, music and all class 
matters. What should we have done with- 
out her? 

To our beloved principal what shall we 
say? That we have enjoyed being under 
his care would bo a small way to express 
our appreciation of having him as our 
guide. Wo wero pleased one day to see 
him look in a dictionary. That he, to whom 
wo went for information of any subject 
whatsoever, and from whom we always 
found what we wanted to know — that lie 
should look in a dictionary was gratifying 
indeed. As for his thoughtfulness and 
patience, his kindness and his care, if I had 
an orator’s skill, I could not tell it all. Wo 
cannot always express our deepest feelings 
hy words— this wo can say— our master 
takes with him tho hearts of his pupils. 

And has tho timo come when wo must 
part? The day to which we have been 
looking forward so long, with half of pleas- 
ure. half of pain? 

With the school where wc have passed 
so many pleasant hours we leave our ear- 
nest hopes for a prosperous future, and as 
each class advances ono stop higher wo 
would congratulate them, and assure them 
that our wishes toward them are of the 
kindest nature. ’8*. our hearts go out to 
you. It is you who will till our places. 
T* !:o with you our best wishes. 

And dear classmates, as we look into ono 
another’s faces to-dav, not knowing when 
we shall meet again, wo might just as well 
look on the bright side of things. These 
memories, “too tender, too sacred for 
tears,” will serve to keep us closer to- 
gether. Many of us expect to go to higher 
institutions of learning. Let us thank 
God for our widening opportunities. Many 
of us will be fulfilling "the trivial task, tho 
common round,” Hut wherever we are, 
whatever we do, let us live remembering 
our motto: “To one brave and faithful, 
nothing is difficult.” Let us be noble men 
and women, strong and just, brave and 
faithful, broadening our lives and reaching 
daily up higher. Heaven itself is won by 
the brave and faithful alone.

The school board’s hasty action in elect- 
ing Mr. Goodwin is rather unfavorably 
criticized on, on the ground that the 
members could hardly have had time to 
give the case tho serious consideration that 
its importance demanded. To settle such 
a question in a week is rather unprecedent- 
ed, and it is to be hoped that the board 
had some more reliable information to 
guide it than the rather too enthusiastic 
eulogy delivered by one of its members, 
whose interest in High Schools has not 
been shown by frequent visits to our own 
school. 

The school board may have tho utmost 
confidence in the people of Newton, but 
they should do what they can to enable 
the people to have confidence in them. 
Tho report of tho committee who wcio 
sent to visit the Nashua school ought to 
have been made public, and some testimony 
presented to give a reasonable excuse for 
the haste of the board. They havo acted 
as if Mr. Goodwin was the only teacher 
available who was fittted for tho po- 
sition, but in spite of this, it is to be 
hoped that tho committee has made a wise 
choice, and that the prosperity and excel- 
lence of the school will not be interrupted. 

Mr. Goodwin is not to blame for any of this 
unfortunate business, and he should have 
the heartiest cooperation of the board, the 
superintendent and the teachers, to enablo 
him to fill the difficult position in which he 
has been placed. His experience has been 
•confined to comparatively small schools, in 
■what are practically country towns, and 
he can not be expected to get along with- 
out some mistakes at first. For his sake, 
as well as for its own, the board should 
discourage any petty tale-bearing or fault- 
finding, and see that he has the hearty 
loyalty of the under teachers and other 
officials. Let them profit by past mistakes 
and treat the new comer as a man worthy 
of confidence and a gentleman, until the 
contrary is proved. 

The generosity of the board in increasing 
the salary was probably due to the recogni- 
tion of the fact that Mr. Goodwin will be 
placed in an exceptionally trying position, 
rather than to any idea that -the office is 
worth more now than it has been for the 
past few years. For such a salary they 
ought to have secured a man of first class 
ability and qualifications, and all friends 
of the school hope that Mr. Goodwin will 
prove such. 

The board has made such a point of hav- 
ing a teacher who would have the unani- 
mous support of the High School commit- 
tee, that we hope they took pains to ascer- 
tain whether Mr. Goodwin had tin? unani- 
mous support of the Nashua board. A 
letter from one of its members to a friend 
in Newton places that question in some 
doubt, but possibly the members of our 
school board have found out by this time 
that it is useless to expect perfect harmony, 
as there are some people on school boards 
as well as elsewhere who naturally take 
the side of the opposition. Possibly in Mr. 
Goodwin’s case the opposition had as little 
reason for their action as some of our school 
board had in the case of Mr. Cutler. That 
is the charitable view' to take of it. 

One member of the school board, who 
thought that the excitement over the action 
of the board in regard to Mr. Cutler had 
all died out, had rather a funny experi- 
ence at the graduating yxercisos. On 
leaving the hall ho happened to be in a 
crowd of ladies, most of whom wore moth- 
ers of pupils in tho school, and they wore 
talking in a very emphatic way of the ac- 
tion of the board. Only one of tho ladies 
knew the gentleman by sight, and she did 
not notice him until he had heard some 
very plain speaking in regard to himself 
and some of the other members. He is 
said to have gained considerable light upon 
the feelings of the people, as his identity 
was not discovered until the outer door 
was reached, which gave him a chance to 
escape. 

The interesting serial which has been 
running in the Graphic since last Septem- 
ber, entitled “The City Government,” will 
be discontinued until next September. 
Circumstances over which we have no con- 
trol have temporarily interfered with its 
publication, it has been read with much 
interest, and some parts of ir, notably the 
chapter ou Electric Lights, wore of a thril- 
ling nature. It is unfortunate that it 
breaks off just as the principal characters 
are engaged in a struggle with the 
street cars, as most people are curious to 
know what the result will be. Judging 
from the good luck which always attends 
Newtouville men, it is safe to predict that 
the street cars will win in the end. 

The High School exercises were of un- 
usual interest this ycur.unri a school which 
can send out such a class, and furnish 
graduation exercises of such a high order, 
is certainly a credit to the city.

Presi- 
dent Crockett called the meeting to order 
at 7.45. In the absence of the Secretary, 
Ernest Markham, ’88, was elected to that 
office pro tempore. Tho records of the 
lost meeting were read and approved. Tho 
president then gave notico of tho reception 
to Mr. Cutler on Tuesday evening; of the 
II tyh School Hovicw for 1887-88, and of the 
specially appointed sergeant at arms. 

Tho Hist part of the musical program 
was as follows: ’88„prcliostra, “Ivo $15 in 
my inside pocket;” Song, Miss Newell ’85); 
Piano Solo, Miss M. Fuller ’00; Vocal duet. 
Misses Chase and Caldwell ’87. 

The debate which followed was im- 
promptu, and was carried on under the 
rules formerly used by tho Lyceum.

President Crockett then spoko to tho 
Lyceum. lie said ho was glad to be able 
to say that tho attendance of this year had 
boon greater than that of last. Tho excel- 
lent muscial programs wore the work of a 
very efficient musical committee. Tho 
Clerk and Sergeant at Arms had both as- 
sisted largely in tho success of tho meet- 
ings.

A thoughtful essay 
on “The Decay of Sentiment,” by Agnes 
Kepplier. W. A. Crafts contributes a paper 
called “Is tho Railroad Problem Solved?” 
and Isabel F. Hapgood, the well-known 
translator of Russian novels, has an essay 
on “Count Tolstoi and the Public Censor, ’ 
which will bo widely read and quoted as a 
deeply interesting account of this great 
Russian writer. Mr. Horace E. Scudder 
■considers “The Use of American Classics 
in Schools,” which to educators will he tho 
most important, article of all. Mr. II. ('. 
Runner has a little poem on Schumann’s 
•*Kinder-Sccnen,” and Julie K. Wolherill 
some verses entitled “When All Is Said ” 
Mrs. Oliphant’s and Mr. Aldrich’s serial is 
at a deeply interesting point and leaves the 
reader in tantalizing suspense. Mr. Claw- 
ford’s excellent “Paul PatolT” is also con- 
tinued. Besides these and other articles 
there are, as usual, reviews of recent litera- 
ture, as well as the Contributors’ Club and 
Books of the Month. Houghton, Miffiin &

Gen. Sherman has written a lottor to the

The 
latter contains a paragraph announcing a 
gift to the hospital of $10,000 by Mrs. 
Elizabeth Kldrhlgi , to ho invested for the 
permanent hunefit <<f the institution. A 
sum of $285 lia<l also been received since 
tho publication of tho annual report from 
Mr. Edward P. Call, as the proceeds of two 
theatrical performances in aid of the build- 
ing fund of a new women’s ward. From 
the report of the Corporation it appears 
that the hospital was only opened and dedi- 
cated on June 5th, 1880, the previous annual 
meetings having been held with a view to 
providing for its satisfactory establishment, 
since that dale thirty-nine patients have 
boon treated, seventeen of whom wore 
foreigners. Much gratitude is expressed 
in the report for the sympathy and support 
of the Ladies’ Aid Association, which lias 
contributed in no small degree to the suc- 
cess of the enterprise. The sum expended 
on building was $5,:J5S, whilst the current 
expenses amounted to $1,881), and tlio cur- 
rent receipts to $8,017. thus leaving a bal- 
ance in band of $1,728.

The Street Railway Hearing. 

The board of aldermen, sitting as a com- 
mittee of the whole, met Thursday even- 
ing to discuss the street railway question. 
The company was represented by Mr. H. 

II. Parker and Mr. J. W. Stover, and the 
difference betweon tho views of the high- 
way committee and those of the company | 
were gone into at some length. City Soli- 
citor Slocum was present and quoted from 
the statutes to prove that there was noth- 
ing in them to prevent the company sign- 
ing an agreement. Tho board had a long 
discussion over tho rails, the company pre- 
ferring the lighter Richards rail of 35 
pounds to the yard, and the highway com- 
mittee the heavier of 52 pounds. Aider- 
man Ward said he was heartily in favor of 
the street railway, and wished to put no un- ! 
necessary obstacle in tho way. If a lighter j 
rail would answer the purpose, he would I 
favor it. Mr. Stover said that if the com- 
pany wore compelled to build the road on 
the most expensive plan, they would have 
to put up the price of tiicir tickets to the 
outside limit, instead of making them six 
conts, or twenty for a dollar as they hoped 
to do. Alderman Pettoo said lie had al- 
ways been in favor of having a street rail- 
road. Alderman Hollis said that he had 
seen President Richards, the inventor of 
the rail, who had said that the lighter rail 
was all that was needed for Newton. Al- 
derman Nickerson said that Engineer 
Hodges, who had been brought before the 
committee by the railroad company, had 
said that the heavier rail was the only one 
that should be used in Newton. The hoard 
finally voted to adhere to the reeoinmoiid- 
ation in regard to the heavier rail. 

In regard to the paving stones, the word 
Roston was struck out. und the provisions 
about the stones being of first quality re- 
tained. 

The proviso about the sum to be paid to i 
the city was struck out. 

The matter will have to be advertised for 
14 days, and then a formal hearing will 
have to lie given before the board of Alder- j 
men, before any legal action can be takeu [ 
in regard to granting a location.

Art at Lnscll Seminary. 

Prof. Brngdou has recently brought home 
from abroad about ninety oil paintings and 
drawings, mostly by modern artists. They 
are hung very effectively in the gymuasium. 
Near the door are some little etchings on 
parchment, artists’ proofs— one “The Cot- 
tage” by Debaiser, after Corot; others are 
“The Public Scrivener, ”a remark proof, and 
“The Confidence,” by Vion, after Meissoni- 
er. Over the entrance is an original Dote, 
artist’s proof, “The Monk’s Day Dream.” 
The “St. Joseph and Child,” nearly life 
size, is from Seville, a copy of Murillo; by 
Contrera.“The Moor Trying his Sword” and 
the “Spanish Cigar-maker” are from Ma- 
drid. 

A very pretty “Girl with Ilay” is by Paul 
Duval. J. C. Ra light, Paris, to whom no 
words can do justice, has a number of 
small pieces in this collection. He is of 
tho new school, using vivid colors with 
freedom and vigor, yet with judiciousness. 
For ono of his scope he is unpretentious 
in choice of suojeets, but his pictures are 
so satisfying! He does tho fullest justice 
to every subject, yet without too much 
stress. 

Kauglit’s subjects in this collection are 
Tho Lower Seine, lload-sceno in Nor- 
mandy, Street-scene in Senlisse, A Church 
in Normandy, The Old Mill, Forest in Nor- 
mandy. 

A very finely finished small picture from 
Berlin is the Street in Stemlal oy 
Moyesheim, so are also the Arab llorse in a 
Kaoylo Stable and Market Scene in Holland 
by moonlight, and On the way to the Fair, 
from Munich. 

A superb Russian Landscape by M. 
Thatsclienko is from the .Jubilee Exhibi- 
tion, Berlin, ’S3. Something in its treat- 
ment reminds one a little at a first glance 
of Constable’s spring scenery, but upon 
longer study, its un-English qualities assert 
themselves. 

The largest and most striking picture in 
the room is the “It Stands Written” from 
Berlin by Prof. O. Goldmann. The subject 
is a monk, life size, with worn visage, seated 
and glancing breathlessly from an open 
book, at a crucifix on the wall. It repre- 
sents a moment of intense conviction; a 
pivotal point in the file of a great nature. 

The Cathedral at Erfurt witn figure of 
Luther, is an exquisitely finished picture 
from Antwerp, by Peter de Neefe, 1570-1031. 

Tlie Arab Sentinel by Vernuti, Rome, 
one of the large pictures, is very striking. 
The great harmony and blending of colors 
in the costume of tho straight, graceful 
liguro were specially noted. 

Tho pictures of Streets in Rome by 
Gioj i are much admired, also the Knights 
oi oi. George in their hall, a water color. 

lliidenrandt's sepia sketches deserve 
special mention. ilis Dover Coast (chain 
eniih), is ucyoiid all praise, doubtless one 
ot i lie finest things ever done in sepia. 

The a, Ukly of Hands lor Marie Antoinette 
is one oi iliegemsof the collection, being ' 
.in original dinning by Paul Delarocliu. 

The Fisherman's House at Capri by Mrs. 
G. W r under, Benin, in Inline curved ny tue 
artist, is an exceedingly vigorous, well 
executed piece, oi eathtng the spirit ot tlie 
place so Hilly, one might imagine the author 
never to have lived away from Capri. 

Tho Christ Healing the Sick Child, 
Gabriel Max. Munich, i.-> a laithtul copy. 

Carbon photographs of three pictures by 
.Liles Breton, and a Hungarian Madonna by 
Defreggor atuaot much attention. 

In addition to mis targe number of 
framed pictures, eacn one of winch de- 
serves an extended notice, there is a collec- 
tion of unframed photogrupns and engrav- 
ings, among which wo noted specially some 
of Gerard Dow’s heads of old w omen. 

A group— The Syndics by Rembrandt, a 
portrait by Van « . * » Heist, a iloiy Family 
by Muiilio. si vi ral r ue views ot streets 
and buildings m si.

Literary Notes. 

Two new novels in Ticknor's paper scries 
are Eleanor Maitland and The House of the 
Musician. The first will have' especial in- 
terest for Newton people, as it is by Mrs. 
Clara Erskine Clement, who is so well- 
known here, and whoso hand books of art 
arc so popular. It is a romance of modern 
life and European travel and experiences. 
It is a genuine old-fashioned story abound- 
ing in incident nnd color, and calculated to 
hold the interest as many of the etching- 
like modern novels fail to do. The New 
York Home Journal thus commends it. “A 
story, the heroine of which is a woman 
who is always lovely, gracious and strong, 
ami in fact altogether a gentlewoman, who 
is as guileless and sweet as she is steadfast 
and who regulates the affairs of her life by 
her sincerest convictions of duty, her in- 
stinctive delicacy, and a lofty conscious- 
ness of that consideration which always is 
due to others, while not for an instant for- 
getting that respect which belongs to her- 
self. It is a long time since a thorough- 
bred lady lias been portrayed in our litera- 
ture.’! Thu House of the Musician is by 
Miss Virginia W. Johnson, author of “Tu- 
lip Place.’’ and “The Faiualls of Tipton.’’ 
This story is an artist romance, with Venice 
for its scene. It is full of romance and a 
very readable novel, which will add to the 
popularity of the series. 

Under its new editor, Mr. T. A. Kennett, 
The Decorator and Furnisher bids fair to 
add to its already high reputation. The 
July number is exceptionally interesting. 
It contains over fifty engravings, covering 
almost every department of decorative art. 
Madge Hep worth Dixon continues her pa- 
pers on Painting on Wood, Marion Foster 
Washburne begins a series on Wall Decora- 
tions, and the editor in “The Lair of the 
Bachelor” pleasantly introduces three line 
illustrations which begin a series of 
sketches of the most noticeable bachelor 
apartments iu the great cities. The range 
of artistic ability shown in this issue is 
very unusual, and a number of new con- 
tributors add to its variety and interest. 
Published at No. JO and 82 East Fourteenth 
street, New York. 

TIIE JULY FORUM. 

The article that is most alive in the 
Forum for July is the ltev. Father Hunt- 
ington’s “Tenement House Morality.” 
Father Huntington’s life is devoted to good 
works, iu his noble calling he has actually 
lived in some of the most squalid quarters 
of New York, and every line in this earnest 
paper is w l itter with sincere and earnest 
purpose. After some statements of fact 
so convincing in themselves that we hope 
every one will read them, Father Hunt- 
ington says: 

“I know that these statistics will give but 
a faint conception of the density of the 
population to any except those wiiu have 
gone in and out of tiio houses day ami 
night for mouths, if not years; hut mos5 
people, by a little effort of the imagination, 
can form some sort of an idea how impossi- 
ble it is for dwellers in tenement blocks to 
get out of the sight aifd sound of their neigh- 
bors, whose names are often unknown, but 
whose voices and footsteps are as familiar 
as those of their own room-mates. At all 
seasons of the year the inhabitants of a 
tenement house must meet one another iu 
the entries (sometimes less than three feet 
wide), on the stairs, at the sink (there is 
but one on each floor); must see into one 
another’s looms as each person goes iu and 
out; must use the roof, the doorway, the 
yard, in common. lJ But when the summer 
heats are on, and men and women crowd 
together on the top of tiie house waiting 
fora breeze to come; when men will sit all 
night on a seat in the park to escape the 
closeness of a room where a lire has been 
burning all day (not for cooking, but to 
beat tiie irons for the laundry or the tailor’s 
shop); when every window must stand 
open to let iu what little air there is; then 
it may be seen that privacy in a tenement 
house is not much more possible than in an 
Eastorn caravansary or in the steerage of 
an emigrant vessel. At such a tlmo every 
loud word spoken reaches the ears of scores 
of people. From one room come the harsh 
tones of a husband and wife in the heat of 
a “family quarrel,” oaths and imprecations 
ringing out on the fetid air; from another 
window come the shouts and frantic 
laughter of men and women (God pity 
thcm!)tryingtn drown their misery in liquor 
from the gin mill on the corner; while from 
the roof of a neighboring house come tiie 
words of a ribald song flung out shame- 
lessly to all within hearing, whether they 


choose or not. And. as if this were not 
duliasiug enough, iu many of these blocks 
every other house Iihhoii the ground floor a 
saloon or mm shop, from which the smell 
of alcohol issues at all li nes: where ihe 
monotonous click of I alls on the pool table 
sounds till after midnight, when it gives 
place to the howls of drunken men turned 
out on tiie street, and past the door ol 
which, often open into the entry, every 
person, every child, iu the house niusl pass 
to and from his loom.” 

One of the most hopeful signs of this 
century is the way which the heart of 
humanity has been touched with the sor- 
rows of humanity. No other age iu the 
world’s history can lie likened to it mr 
tliis; hut there is still a dead wall of in- 
difference to he overthrown; and not only 
is all that good men can do— whether in- 
dividually or landed together iu brother- 
hoods like those of the Homan and the 
English church— not only is this strong, 
constant effort needed, but there cannot bo 
too many such articles as Fattier Hunting- 
ton’s to open nun's eyes to the hideous 
union of poverty and crime. 

For the rest, the Forum of llii* mouth 
has much that is si usil le and to the pur- 
pose. “Books That Have Helped Me. ’ bv 
Dr. A. I*. Peabody ; “What Is mo Object 
of Life?” by Mr. Grant. Allen, and “Is 
Princeton Humanizing?” by Profcssor 
Newman Srnytli, have various degrees of 
ethical interest. The Forum often runs 
the risk of seeming a little absurd from its 
habit of rushing cheerfully into Ihe dis- 
cussion of tiie Ini est questions— “Rela- 
tion the Ultimate Truth,” liy Mary Par- 
mule, is a good extimplo— when the writers 
who discuss them are often not. of the 
highest mark. Mr. Henry George is as 
favorite a subject of essays as tiie Irish rat 
told of by Rosalind was of poetry, and 
Professor Harris writes this mouth of his 
"Mistake About Land.” 


Household Matters. 

SNOW CUSTARD.

Put the milk, 
cream, sugar and cinnamon in a farina 
kettle and set oil the flic; w hen tiie mix- 
ture begins to boil, pour in the yolks of 
the eggs, having previously beaten them 
up in a few spooiiluls of cold milk; keep 
stirring the mixture until it begins to boil 
again; then take out tiie cinnamon ami stir 
iu the whites, previously well-beaten, stir- 
ring quickly all tiie time to prevent running 
over; when done put it into a dish garnished 
with small cakes. 

POTATO SALAD. 

One quart bowl mashed potatoes, two 
finely minced onions, one teaspoonful 
made mustard, one scant half-teaspoonful 
pepper, three tablespoonfuls melted salt 
pork, linui or bacon fat mixed with six 
lablespoonftils sharp vinegar. Mix all 
well lurough the potato at least two hours 
befote serving. A cheap and good salad. 

U ROILED POTATOES. 

. Cut cold boiled potatoes into slices a 
third of an inch thick. Dip them into 
melted butter and fine bread crumbs. 
Place in a double broiler and broil over a 
fire that is not too hot. Garnish with pars- 
ley, and serve on a hot dish; or season with 
salt and pepper, toast till a delicate brown, 
arrange on a hot dish, and season with 
butter. 


GINGER PUDDING. 

One half cup of molasses, two-thirds of 
a cup of butter, one cup of brown sugar, 
two cups of flour, four eggs, one small tea- 
spoonful of ginger, one of cinnamon and 
one of cloves. Bake in layers and put to- 
gether with jelly and icing. .Serve with 
sauce or cream. 

TOMATO FRITTERS. 

Ono quart of stewed tomatoes, one egg. 
one small teaspoonful of soda, stir in flour 
enough to make a batter such as is used for 
griddle cakes. Have some lard very hot 
on the stove, drop the battel in a spoonful 
at a time and fry. 

PUDDING SAUCE, 

Ono egg beaten to a froth, ono cup of 
white sugar, half a cup of butter, two- 
thirds of a cup or more of hot water 
poured on it; flavor with a little lemon and 
nutmeg. If more water is used take a 
little cornstarch, dissolve and pour in. 

SALLY LI NN. 

To a quart of Hour add four eggs beaten 
up with one cup of sugar, one pint of 
warmed milk, with a tablespoonful of 
melted butter in it, and two and one-half 
teaspoonfuls of yeast powder. Bake like 
pound cake. 

GINGER SNAPS. 

One pint of molasses, one tenspoonful of 
soda, butter size of an egg, ginger, and 
flour enough to roll very thin. Bake 
quickly.

OUR Nl’BKKT HAII.ROAD. 


Tho demand for street cars in Newton 
seems to increase with the postponement 
of action by the board of aldermen, and 
men who at first were bitter opponents of 
the scheme are now coming out and openly 
criticizing tho board for placing any ob- 
stacles in the way of the enterprise. Much 
of tho criticism seems to be unjust, as 
most of tho aldermen favor the project, but 
aro bound by their office to look after tho 
interests of tho city, and see that proper 
conditions aro made, before a location is 
granted to the company. The aldermen, 
or those upon the highway committee, 
have made a special study of the case, 
have investigated the street car sys- 
tems of many cities, and aro in a position 
to know what is best for this city. Their 
opinions are entitled to great weight, and 
so far no evidence has been presented to 
prtfve that they are mistaken. 

Meanwhile the application of electricity 
to street cars, as a motive power, is being 
perfected, and by the time the road is built 
electric motors will hardly be an experi- 
ment. In Cambridge the street railway 
company has been granted permission to 
use this method of running its cars, and 
eight cities in this country have street 
railways operated by electricity. In twelve 
cities electric railways arc in course of con- 
struction or under contract, and in thirty- 
seven cities companies have been formed 
or other steps taken for the building of 
such roads. It is said that cars with 
electric motors can be operated for $4.10 
per day, while horses cost $7.50. The 
American roads, so far, do not use storage 
batteries, but most of them get then- 
power from an overhead conductor. In 
Brussels and Hamburg the storage system 
is used, and the experiments so far made 
in this country promise to be successful in 
every way. 


YOUNG A.TIKItlCA AUICOAD. 

Young America was abroad in every 
sense in Newton the night before the 
Fourth, and exhibited what be could do 
when unrestrained by law. His sense of 
fun is a peculiar one, and consists in such 
“jokes’* as Idling street lamps with can- 
non crackers in order to break the glass by 
the explosion. A great number of lamps 
were shattered in this way. and the city has 
to foot the bills. Another favorite “joke” 
is to surround the house of some sleeping 
citizen and suddenly lire off a multidudeof 
pistols, cannon crackers, and other ex- 
plosives, all the time bowling with a vigor 
that would do credit to a band of Indians. 
Other “jokes” were setting fire to old 
buildings, pulling down telegraph and lire 
alarm poles, building bon-fires in danger- 
ous places, and making night hideous in 
e*ery conceivable way. 

Young America’s sense of humor is very 
largely developed, and he sees fun in what 
appears to older people to be merely row- 
dyism of the lowest type. 

As an example, take the ease of some 
boys who went about at Newton Centre 
during the lireworss display, linng pistols 
suddenly behind a crowd of ladies, drop- 
ping iirc-ciackers in their tniil&t, or throw- 
ing explosives under the feet of horses. 
Moat uiopie think the only applause to be 
giveu such actions should be given by a 
policeman with Ids hand on the boy’s col- 
lar. 

It is no wonder that in many eities 11 re- 
works and disorder of any kind on this 
holiday have been prohibited by law, and 
the law strictly enforced. Such a course 
will have to be followed in Newton unless 
the young people show more regard for tho 
rights and comfort of citizens. It is stat- 
ing the case very mildly tu say that the 
proceedings on the night before the Fourth 
were a disgrace to the city, and should not 
have been allowed. Barents who permit 
their sons to spend the uiglu in the streets 
are more to blame than the boys them- 
selves. Noise and rowdyism are not pat- 
riotism, and it is high time an example 
was made of some of the oriendors. A lew 
arrests would have had a wholesome ef- 
fect. 

A nkw point lias been raised in regard 
to the Soldier’s exemption law, which was 
wholly overlooked by the legislature. Jt is 
of some importance ami seems to show 
that tho exemption law is far from provid- 
ing a short cut from a politician’s back 
office to a fat clerkship. It is said that the 
legislature did not think far enough ahead 
to make any change in the law relating to 
the appointing of officers in the civil 
service, which says that they must appoint 
from persons who are certified to them by 
the commission. 

Consequently, the appointing officers 
must select those veterans who have gone 
through the reguiar eouise, toe only bene- 
fit being that they escape the examinations. 
This view ol the law is hold by those who 
have studied the matter closely. and the issue , 
is before the commissioners. '1 he exemption 
law does not promise to be as bad in priuoi- j 
pie as it in theory. It wits a heavy blow at 


reform principles. Inn practically its effect 
will probably bo light, ns men who aro 
anxious for n good record in their offices, 
will got thoir clerks from the commission, 
and not front the politicians. All the testi- 
mony is in favor of tho civil service law, it 
having resulted in an improvement of flto 
public service, a. id the law hns proved its 
value by its results. It is 0110 of tho re- 
forms that hns come to stay, however dis- 
agreeable it may be to the spoilsmen, who 
used to Hud the public offices a cheap and 
inexpensive way of rew arding their follow- 
ers.

Axothf.h change has taken place in tho 
Boston Advertiser, w hich has been bought 
out l»y (.’has, E. Whiten of Whitinsville, 
who is said to be a wealthy manufacturer. 
The stockholders have. had to pay some 
enormous losses, but they have gained 
some valuable experience in tbe newspaper 
business. “Directing Director” Lodge lias 
found an organ a costly plaything. It is 
to be hoped that the new proprietor will 
not run the paper in the interest of any 
one man or clique, blit will make it wliat 
tho Advertiser used to bo, in the days of 
Messrs. Goddard and Waters, when it led 
public opinion and was conducted upon 
principle instead of policy. If Mr. Whiten 
wishes to make thn Advertiser a success ho 
should call back Mr. Walter Allen, whose 
absence lias been evident to every reader of 
the paper, and interfere himself as little as 
possible in the management. There is a 
great Held open for an able daily paper that 
will appeal to intelligent Republicans, bo 
reasonably free front partisan pettiness and 
treat public questions with some view to 
the interests of the nation rather than sole- 
ly with a view to the interests of the party. 

Tiie ex-Postninster of Nashua, N. II., 
in talking with a Newton friend the past 
week, said ho hoped that Newton people 
would not allow their indignation at tho 
action of the school board to prejudice 
them against Mr. Goodwin, as be was real- 
ly one of the best teachers in New Hamp- 
shire, and worthy of public confidence. 
Such a result is hardly probable, as the 
majority of Newton people are too much 
interested in tho school, and too intell igent 
to allow any unjust prejudice to influence 
them. Mr. Goodwin will he treated fairly 
by tbe people, at least, and the public 
opinion of the school board will be shown 
at the next election. 

The Spkixgfiei.d Repi iilican was so 
worked up over the way the night before 
tbe Fourth was observed in that city that 
it declares that “the whole thing, so far 
from being a celebration of patriotism, is 
an object lesson in mob law, deiianco of 
private right, and outrage upon public 
order.” It also intimates that if the 
authorities do not get backbone enough to 
dealQwitli “the Fourth of July Hoodlum’ 
there w ill be a law and order league by and 
by, which will bring the olYeuders before 
courts. The racket in Springfield must 
have been almost as bad as it was in some 
parts of Newton. 

A recent instance calls up the question 
as to what class of people our present im- 
migration laws are intended to benefit. 
They keep out desirable immigrants, such 
as skilled tradesmen who are hired to c >11 o 
over here and start new industries, even 
though we have no one in Ibis country to 
compete with them, and they let in without 
question the offscourings of Europe, people 
whom their own countries are only too 
glad to be rid of. Our Congressmen who 
are so at a loss for live issues might find a 
suggestion in this. 

The Graphic reached some of its read- 
ers a few hours later than usual last week, 
owing to a break-down of our press, after 
a few hundred papers had been sent out. 
The rest of the edition had to be sent to 
Watertown to be printed, Mr. Fred. G. 
Bulker, the job printer of that town, kindly 
olfering the use of bis press and office. Tbe 
delay was unavoidable, but accidents will 
happen in the best regulated offices, es- 
pecially when a paper has, like the 
Graphic, outgrown its press facilities, and 
new and faster machinery lias become a 
necessity. 

The trustees of the Hospital would be 
greatly encouraged if some of our wealthy 
citizens would give them the funds needed 
to add a wing to the present building. 
Nearly 100 persons have thus far been 
under treatment at the Hospital, and so it 
has fully demonstrated its usefulness. 
Among people so well off as ours it ought 
not to bo difficult toliudsomu one who w ill 
give the trustees $5000 for this enlarge- 
ment.

KENYON’S VERSION.

Bret Ilarte’s “Cicely”? Yes. WMI, 
“that reminds me of somethin’ right in 
that suit.” 

We had had it rough, Molly and I, for 
live years. We were New Englanders, both 
of us: but I hail come West years before 
when 1 wasn’t much more than a boy, to 
get i id of the lung fevers I used to have 
every spring sure, and may be the fall be- 
tween thrown in. 1 had nothing hut my 
two hands to start with; hut as soon as l*d 
made a beginning — a small one of course 
— 1 went hack for Molly. 

And then, as I said, for live years we had 
it rough. 

In the first place, we were burned out in 
the town, and never saved a thing but the 
clothes we stood in and my team. Then 
we started again out on the edge of every- 
thing, where land was cheap, ami it looked 
as if hard work might count for something. 
That time the Indians ran us off. Never 
saw an Indian? Well, sir, you never want 
to. I don’t want to bo hard on anything 
the Lord saw fit to make. I suppose he 
knows what they are for — or what he meant 
them for— I know there’s a good deal of talk 
lately about their wrongs. They’ve had 
’em, sure enough; may he 1 don't see things 
all round as 1 ought to. They say all 
general rules bear hard on particular eases, 
perhaps. Anyhow, they killed one of the 
children there— the girl, live years old; shot 
her right in full sight of the cabin, and 
Molly hasn’t got over it till this day. 

I picked up a few head of cattle cheap 
that fall, and for a year we lived in a wagon, 
camping and driving our cattle across the 
ranges. You don’t know what that life 
means for a woman, take it month in and 
month out. Cookiug over a camp lire, and 
not much of anything to cook, anyhow; 
clothes wet half the time; never warm in 
winter or cold in summer, and never clean. 
That year the boy died— suake-bit. Wo 
were so far from a settlement that we 
couldn’t get a doctor, and we buried him 
ourselves. 

Wo got into a cabin in the fall. Four of 
us, each one poorer thuu the others, took a 
section of Government land. We had our 
1*’ teams and our health, and we were down 


to bed rock ; not much of anything to lose 
and everything to gain. A matt will work 
under such circumstances you’ll find. We 
built in the middle on the adjoining corners 
of our quarters, and so bail a settlement of 
our own. We did it fotyjhc sake of the 
women; for it made an almighty sight of 
travel for us to get over in the course of 
the day. They were all New England 
women, slender and spare, hut solid grit 
clear through. Plymouth Rock is pretty 
good stock. Never a whimper no: a com- 
plaint out of one of them, though there 
wasn’t a second frock in the crowd: and if 
there was always corn-bread and cotTcc 
enough for two in any of the shanties it 
wasn’t in ours. After a while, though, wo 
had game enough— quail and prairie 
chickens. Prairie chickens! 1 wouldn't 
be hired to touch one now. 1 remember 
one day along toward spring when Molly 
struck. We had had quail and prairie 
chicken, prairie chicken and quail, three 
times a day ever since 1 could remember, it 
seemed to me. She put her fork down and 
pushed her plate away and just quoted out 
of tiie Bible. “Not one day, nor two days 
nor live days, neither ten days nor twenty 
days, hut even until it come out at your 
nostrils and he loathsome unto you.’ Molly 
knew tho Bible. 

It really began to look as if we had 
touched bottom. That next spring we got 
our crops in — corn laid by, rain and sun- 
shine ami hot weather all just right; and 
now and then we would hear a laugh from 
the houses. 

But the day the grasshoppers came there 
was mighty little laughing done. Clayton 
came in where 1 was taking my noon smoke 
and kind of dropped down in a chair by the 
door, as if lie couldn’t get any farther. 

“Mountaiucers!” he suit!, with a kind of 
gasp. 

“Wliat?” I said, not knowing tut it was 
another kind of Indian. 

“Grasshoppers!” It seems he had been 
there before. 

I ran out, and sure enough there they 
were, coming up against the sun like a low 
kind ot cloud. And in a minute or two it 
was like being out in a live hailstorm. We 
tried to tight them with tire and hot water, 
but we gave it up in an hour. All day wo 
sat and listened to that horrible crackling 
and craunching.and when they got through 
it looked ae if a lire had gone over us. Not 
a green thing left, and the corn-stalks 
gnawed down to stumps. 

We held a council of war. The eud of it 
was that we drove our stock into the town 
the next day. thirty miles, and sold it. It 
didn’t make us rich, lint at least we got the 
price of the hides. Then three of us went 
to work in the coal shippings, and Jim 
Clayton went hack to stay with the women. 
He had smashed his shoulder that summer 
and was of no mortal use with shovel and 
pick. We were to keep them in supplies, 
and it looked as if, after all, things might 
have been w’orse. 

And they got worse before a great while. 
The coal company petered out just as the 
real cold weather set in. We took back a 
big load of coal; it was the only pay we 
ever got for our last fortnight's work, and 
called another council. 

Along in November late — about the time 
when they were keeping Thanksgiving 
on the side where they know what Thanks- 
giving means— we started out on a buffalo 
hunt. There was enough to eat, such as 
it was, for a month in the cabins, and fuel 
enough to keep them warm ; and by that 
time wo thought work might begin again. 
Anyway, we’d have our meat for the rest 
of the winter. 

Well, it's no use to go over that. It 
wasn’t a pleasure trip. We weren’t out 
for the fun of killing. We camped out at 
night, and rode and shot and dressed game 
by day. and did not stirve nor quite freeze 
to death; and we got back again on to tho 
plains along in December. 

I wanted to push through and get home, 
but the horses were played out; and all tho 
next day, after we struck tho level, we just 
crawled along. We had not heard a word 
since we started, and 1 was pretty anxious 
—Molly was not well when I left her; but 
there was a doctor in the town, and Clayton 
had a good horse, and we had to do about 
that as we had done about everything else 
— take our chances. 

I sha’n’t forget that day. Along in the 
middle of the morning a norther began to 
blow. It did not snow, although the sky 
thickened up with gray, woolly-looking 
clouds, low down and threatening. You 
never felt a norther? A wind that goes 
through your bonus, that clutches your 
heart and stops your brain, that breaks 
you up body and soul. You don’t know 
anything about cold till you’ve felt one. 
It there issuch a thing as frozen hell, that’s 
where these winds come from. It isn’t pure 
cold; it’s ghost cold, and all the infernal 
regions let loose, yelling and thundering up 
in awful emptiness over your head and 
round you. 

Love the prairies? Well, you can love 
them a good deal hotter on paper than any- 
where else. But there’s an awful fascina- 
tion about them, somehow. It’s like the 
sea. A man that’s got his living on them 
lor ten years is tit for nothing else in God’s 
world. He can’t get away. He’s spoiled 
for everything else under Heaven. He’s 
got to have the sky and achanceto breathe. 
It’s about all there is to get, better than lie 
can have anywhere else; hut it’s a sure fact 
that so much he’s got to have whatever else 
gets left. It’s like a poem, may ho — “1 
ain’t much on rhyme” myself— driving 
across them in warm weather; horses fresh 
and well fed, with a big tent and spring cots 
lor camping and a supply wagon with 
everything you can think of but ice, and 
may be that; all the world a-ripplo with 
summer green; the south wind surging 
like a warm ocean, and the sky blue and 
soft and arching away up to the great 
White Throne. That’s one thing. To go 
trailing along, horses dead heat and half 
starved, pulling a big wagon through 
sloughs up to the axles or over frozen ruts 
that wring every bolt in the concern and 
every bone in your body; with mile after 
mile of dead grass stretching out to the 
edge of tho world; with buzzards swinging 
up out of nowhere, more like something in- 
fernal than any decent live thing; with 
coyotes yelping and crying all night— that’s 
another thing, and tho kind that doesn’t 
get talked about miicli. Pei Imps you re- 
member that item in last winter’s news- 
papers, a half-dozen lines or so— two 
families frozen in a Texas norther, horses, 
dogs and all, just as they stood. 

That night we went into camp ten miles 
from home. There was a ravine and plenty 
of brush, and the horses were ready to 
drop in their tracks, and that last ten miles 
was one of the I hings that couldn’t he done. 
So we got our tires made and our horses 
fed and sheltered as well as we could, and 
put some heart into ourselves with buffalo 
steak and hot coiloe; and the rest of them 
packed themselves into the wagon. Some 
one had to stand guard and keep the tires 
going, and 1 took tho contract. 


It wasn't a dnik night. There was a 
goodish hit of a moon behind the clouds, ami 
it made a giay kind "f light over evuiy- 
thing. We were at the bottom of a dry 
canon that ran cast and west and the wind 
diil not reach ns It sciecched and scream- 
ed over our heads, and through it all thee 
was •» kind ot moaning roar, as it we were 
at the bottom ot a tide as deep as the stars 
are high. 1 got to thinking al out old 
times nwny back, ot one Sunday night just 
before we went married. I had gone vast 
a little sooner than we expected and had to 
wait for her things lo be finished. We 
went to church that night. A keen, crisp, 
still niuht it was, when the sleigh-runners 
squeaked on the snow and the moonlight 
tiaced the shadows ot the elms on the 
white ground as it they had been put in in 
black drawing. The church was warm mid 
bright and they hadn’t tnken down the 
Christmas greens yet, so the air was full of 
the sniel! of them— that spicy, haunting 
smell, that seems as if it came somehow 
I rum a world beioro this. It uas years 
since 1 had smelled it. and 1 sat and listen- 
ed to the music and looked at the people, 
with their eonili'i tahle clothing and faces 
that were cheerful, not worn and wrinkled 
with care and weather.

“Kenyon and mates.” 

•‘I ’lowed it was” — scrambling down tho

The rest roused themselves, sleepily. Ho 
had got otT the trail, and seeing our smoko 
had struck for it.

A new industry for women in beginning 
to evolve itself in New York, which may 
yet do much towar 1 solving the vexed ser- 
vant Kiri question. S one three mouths a^o 
a Woman of a gu.nl old New York family, 
«dueaied and cnpntilu, left u widow without 
money, and having served no u|»,»rei)tine- 
ship t» any of tne industries l.y which 
women earn bread and hotter, orpin to 
think of putting her pride in her pocket 
mid turning her notable housekeeping 
talents to account by looking tor service in 
a family as cook. 

Considering the matter further, it <u- 
curretl to her that, she could do not ter. ,*Sc- 
curing with some lit tie eitort. the project be* 
ing a novel one. a clietitaife of half a dozen 
families in her immediate ueigiihorhood 
that were groaning under dyspep.-d i. iu- 
tliicod o,v ••light, housekeeping,” sin; began 
to send out, three times a day, delicately 
cooked and daintily served men s. Her 
venture was so immediately successful that 
alio look -d up a Ntw England Housekeeper 
and a eoii|de of st nit*.irmud Swedish girls 
to help her. and her business sprang, almost 
in a single night, to the utmost dimensions 
that she could hand .e. 

Shelias twenty -one families on her list 
nt present, I think, to whom she supplies 
just that wholesome round of orcakiasts, 
lunches and dinners tit it. the u/urigu 
housemother would oiler to husband and 
little folks. Fruit in seas in the morn- 

ing. oatim-al or wlieatcn grits, fish, steak 
or chops; a sido dish, such as sto.vcd kit' - 
neys, sausage, liver and I aeon, eggs; col- 
fee, tea or chocolate, bread and butter, milk 
ami sugar. Soup, iisli, a roast, three 
vegetables, desert and eollee make up the 
dinner, all of which is sent out at a cost of 
$7 a week to a single person, 85 each for 
members of families, though as what is 
supplied for two is suflicient for three, the 
cost per household is not reckoned in mul- 
tiples of that sum. In a way the oxpe-i- 
munt is divided among a number of 
families, purchases for all being made to- 
gether. the labor for all systematized and 
simplified, and the waste of all minimized, 
the result being that each family saves 
nearly the full amount of its cook’s wages, 
and is freed from the tyranny of Castle 
Gaidai besides. 

Two other women, emulous of the llrst, 
talk of starting similar enterprises. The 
scheme is in its infancy, but whenever a 
sufficient number of families within a ra- 
dius of a block or two as near the great 
flat houses, can he interested in it, it has 
promise of an opening for ail industry for 
women and of relief from divers perplex- 
ities for the families they serve. — | Eliza 
Putnam Heaton, in Brooklyn Times.

carrying municipal suffrage hills and con- 
stitutional amendments in any of the states 
or territories.

MISS A. M. BKKC11KH BKUINS A BURIES OF 
PRACTICAL TALKS. 


Editor of the Gkamiic : 

Will you let me write through your col- 
umiiR two or three brief letters to my 
“Class-mates.” and all thereat of my young 
friends in the city of Newton? If so I will 
commence now, and write as I can find 
time, and yon can publish ns you have 
apace. 

My Dear Girls:— Will you bear with, and 
listen to an old woman who hns had ‘‘ex- 
perience.” No doubt you aro tired to 
death with all the “experience” of all the 
old women you know, but wait a minute 
and let us see what this much vaunted “ex- 
perience” is. What, but the memory of 
all sorts of follies and mistakes! So, when 
wo talk to you of our experiences, wo 
simply, for the most part, confess to you 
that in the past of our lives we have com- 
mitted follies, been guilty of imprudences, 
have acted in the unwisdom incident to the 
lack of tuition from that most excellent 
teacher, whose services appear to be so in- 
expensive, but which do cost so much be- 
fore we arc reacly to graduate. We confess 
too, that if we are wiser, it is because wo 
have sutfered the inevitable effects of these 
follies, and if we givo you the beueflt. it is 
because, knowing the law. we would in all 
kindness and love signal you that in the 
apparently placid stream of life thcro aro 
rocks and breakers ahead. 

Now, in order to inako our experiences, 
i. e. our confessions, available to you, let us 
consider the fact of the immutability 
of law in general, and the absolute cer- 
tainty of effect following cause. No one 
now disputes these facts, and no one doubts 
that all things are worked under law as 
immutably, as unchanging, and unchangable 
as the author of law, otherwise chaos 
were constantly imminent. No dependence 
could be placed upon anything, and there 
could be no certainty in any of the trans- 
actions of life. This we consciously or un- 
consciously recognize, and upon this we 
proceed in the most important as in the 
most unimportant affairs that occupy us. 
We expect day to follow night, we expect 
the succession of the seasons in their 
order. When we plant beans wo do not 
look for a crop of potatoes, and when we 
plant potatoes we are not surprised if we 
do not gather succotash. We look for the 
law of growth to act in the samo manner 
in the same conditions. We expect eating 
and drinking, i. e. the administration of 
proper nourishment in a proper manner, to 
promote growth in man, animal and plant. 
Uniformity is the law, and law is inexor- 
able, immutable. Law cannot be broken. 
We may attempt to thwart its working, 
we may essay to dodge it, liut’it works on 
as heedless of our puny efforts at its sub- 
version, as though we did not exist. We 
laugh at the man who attempts to over- 
come the law of gravitation, and thinks to 
come safely to the ground from an emi- 
nence by tlie counter force of his will. We 
teach children that the law of caloric will 
work on irrespective of consequences, ami 
that therefore the proper thing to do is to 
let lire and heated bodies alone. Children 
of a larger growth need also to learn the 
absolute power of law. In short we all 
need to know that we may do ourselves 
great harm bv attempting to impinge upon 
the laws that inhere in everything through 
all the seasons of life and nature, and 
which must govern and control, but we 
cannot change or subvert them. In spite 
of form, of fashion, of choice they move 
on. Despite the protests of the whole 
Grundy family thev hasten to their legiti- 
mate results. Not even for the nicest girl 
in Newton will they pause in their work- 
ing: no. not even will they listen for one 
moment to her superior wisdom. Too bad 
of course, but so it is! Did you ever try it? 
How did you come out? I know what you 
say. 1’vm heard many a one say when re- 
proved for a violation of law: “Pshaw! I’ve 
don** it all my life, and it never hurt 
me.” 

Kememher one thing in this collection, 
viz: The life is not yet all lived, and all the 
functions of soul, mind and body are so ad- 
justed to each other, and work in such 
wonderful relations.aud interdependencies, 
that the most skilled observer is often puz- 
zled in tracing effects directly to causes, 
since tin* effect may and often does seem 
to be quit© removed from the real cause. 

Having accepted the demonstrated facts 
that Nature’s laws are absolute, and inviol- 
able. and that sdequatc cause is always fol- 
lowed by legitimate results, let us see 
what are some of the laws that inhere in, 
and govern us, and what will be the inevit- 
able consequence of any attempt to thwart 
the normal working. Being responsible, 
because intelligent, and possessed of rea- 
son and will, we must be prepared to meet 
our responsibilities. We must be convinced 
that though we may attempt to butt down 
n solid wall with our heads, should a head- 
ache supervene, and the wall remain in- 
tact, it is only because the wall is stronger 
than our heads backed by our wilfulness, 
and the wiser thing to do, is to accept the 
assurance of previous experimenters, and 
not try it.

THE BISHOP’S SERMON. 


ANI> HOW IT M AUK THU CUR ATK A VICAR. 

I am aware that my great success in life 
has been a matter of surprise to many of 
my acquaintances, who, judging me from the 
fact that I took merely a poll degree sit 
Cambridge, and knowing that 1 possessed 
neither influence nor exceptional abilities* 
deem that my fortunes have far exceeded 
my deserts. I am not ignorant that thcro 
are some, even among my warmest friends, 
who hint that the moans liy which 1 ob- 
tained my advancement ami happiness were 
not altogether creditable to me. It is in 
order to refute these imputations and clear 
away any mystery that surrounds the mat- 
ter, that I have resolved to relate tho fol- 
lowing narrative. For the benefit of those 
not acquainted with me, I may hero state 
that Inin in possession of one of tho richest 
livings in England, and also of a wife of 
very great attractiveness; and, without fear 
respecting their decision, 1 shall leave all 
candid readers to determine whether I em- 
ployed any dishonorable moans in order to 
obtain cither of those— it wero idle to dis- 
guise tho fact— good things. 

When I became curate to llov. Herbert 
Jones, vicar of Cloverllold, though still 
young. 1 had lost almost all hope of pre- 
ferment. It was my third curacy ; but my 
ambition, which for some time had lain 
dormant, was again roused by the vicar’s 
lovely and amiable daughter. Fanny was 
an only child, and when I first saw her had 
just reached her 20th year. I fell in love; 
but tho noblest lady in the land could 
scarcely have seemed further removed from 
me. As I have said, 1 had no prospects, 
and the vicar, though not wealthy, mingled 
on terms of equality with the surrounding 
county families, among whom, with good 
reason, both ho and his wife expected a 
suitable match for their charming daughter. 
Though she could not fail to he conscious 
of the sentiments I entertained toward her, 
for I confess I made them manifest, Fanny 
did not in any way encourago my advances, 
and, indeed, encouragement on her part 
would only have been cruel coquetry or 
folly, as she understood as well as myself 
the seemingly impassable gulf that divided 
us. The unvarying amiability of her con- 
duct toward me. however, kept alive the 
passion 1 cherished, and fed my hopes 
scarcely less than actual professions of 
love. 

I had been two years in Cloverfiehl 
when the rector of the neighboring parish 
of Shcppington died. The living was in 
the gift of the bishop, and, though it was 
a poor one, it would have amply satisfied 
my ambition could 1 but have spent the re- 
mainder of my day's in the quiet parsonage 
with lier I loved. At the same time, not 
far from us, another living was vacant, of a 
very different kind, that ot JSiopton Wold, 
one of the richest in the country. The 
patron was our squire, Sir Peter Surlyman. 
Sir Peter was a hard-riding, hard-drinking 
country gentleman, but he was a sound 
church-man, a regular church-goer, a good 
authority on ecclesiastical matters, stranger 
still, a lover of eloquent preaching, and 
an admirable critic of a sermon. Now our 
bishop, as is well known, had flic reputa- 
tion of being one of the most eloquent 
living pulpit orators, and being desirous of 
obtaining the living of Sloptmi Wold for 
his brother, a country rector with a moder- 
ate income and a large family, he had made 
an arrangement with Mr. Jones that he 
should preach at Cloverfiehl, while Sir 
Peter was at home; and dine with the 
baronet afterward at the vicarage, when he 
intended to urge Ills brother’s claims. 
Though no actual negotiations had yet 
passed between them, the persons chiefly 
concerned understood the matter perfectly. 
Sir Peter knew why tho bishop was coming 
to Cloverllold; he greatly admired his 
eloquence and was willing to accede to his 
wishes, as there was no one upon whom he 
especially wished to confer his valuable 
patronage. 

That the sequel may be better understood, 

I must here make a short digression on the 
subject of my own sermons. Among the 
slanders already referred to is tho report, 
which has reached my ears, that I do not 
write my own sermons; it has even been 
said by some that 1 buy them — statements, 

1 need hardly say, which are false. I do 
not, however, claim entire originality lor 
my sermons. I have an extensive theologi- 
cal library, filled with the works of many 
of our greatest divine*, and 1 am accus- 
tomed to drawn freely upon their thoughts 
and even their language; but (lie selection, 
arrangement, combination, and many illus- 
trations are entirely my own. My sermons 
are carefully written out by me, ami I con- 
sider my claim to them is at least as strong 
as that of the authors of much of our 
original literature to their productions. 1 
may add that 1 possess considerable elocu- 
tionary powers, which 1 have caiefully 
cultivated, and that 1 was thought by many 
to be second to the gentleman who obtained 
the reading prize in the chapel at my college 
in Cambridge. 

The day of the bishop’s sermon arrived, 
and Sir Peter had accepted tbc invitation 
to meet him at dinner at the vicarage. The 
bishop was to preach in the morning, and 
as the vicar had a cold 1 was to conduct tlie 
services in the afternoon. 1 had spent 
more than usual care in the construction 
of my sermon, for if I impressed the bishop, 
might ho not reward me with Sliepp.ngtoh? 
The church was crowded, and tho red lace 
of Sir Peter Surlyman was conspicuous in 
the foremost pew. Almost immediately 
after the bishop had entered the pulpit, 1 
noticed that he was discommoded. The 
majority of the congregation did not, 1 
dare say, observe that anything was wrong; 
but 1 could plainly see that he was discon- 
certed, and more, experience taught me 
from his movements that he had lost his 
sermon! Now the bishop could not, any 
nu re than myself, preach without his MS. 
Certain glances began to be exchanged 
among the people owing to the delay. The 
audieuce sat expectant while the prelate 
fumbled. As in all probability lie had 
brought only one sermon, the gravity of 
the dilemma could scarcely be overestimat- 
ed. 1 was sitting close by him in the choir 
stalls, and suddenly resolved to give him 
at least the opportunity of extricating him- 
self from his difficulty. Stooping forward 
as if to lift something from the Imitoiu of 
the pulpit stairs, 1 lose with my own ser- 
mon hi my hand ami passed it to him. As 
1 afterward discovered, the paper 1 used 
was identical with his own, and 1 saw that 
lie was under the impression that the miss- 
ing MS. had been restored to him, for 
spreading it leisure outly, he looked calmly 


round tho congregation with n certain de- 
gree of impressment. as if nothing unusual 
had happened, lie spoke tho tiist few 
words extempore, and then had roeoui.se to 
the MS. He started on seeing the hand- 
writing, hut it, was too late now to recede, 
so after giving me a glance of surprise, he 
began to read. The sermon was tilled with 
passages which 1 had carefully selected 
for their beauty, and these lie frequently 
delivered with true eloquence. Sir I’cter 
was attentive and critical, and in coniu on 
with every one else plainly considered the 
sermon to ho an excellent one. Alter the 
conclusion of the morning services the 
bishop sought an opportunity of speaking 
to me. 

“You relieved me,” ho said, “from a 
most awkward predicament, though l 
greatly deplore the means you used. It 
would not do, of course, for tho matter to 
pass beyond ourselves; and 1 think I can 
best requite your service by presenting you 
with the living of Shcppington.” 

I was so overcome by surprise and grati- 
tude that I could scarcely murmur my 
thanks. 1 soon contrived in an agitated 
whisper to convey the intelligence to 
Fanny; but her sad smilo told me that she 
did not think my good fortune great 
enough to alter the att. tudu of her parents 
toward us. I was nevertheless much ciuted, 
and I was so absorbed by other thoughts 
that, when 1 found myself in the pulpit in 
the afternoon, I remembered for tlie first 
time that I had given tho bishop my ser- 
mon, and had not taken care to pi ovule 
myself with another. Tho church was 
agmn crowded; the bishop and Sir Peter 
Surlyman were present; and every one 
seemed to bo conscious of my mishap. 1 
reflected that if 1 left the pulpit the bishop 
might think I was rendering my behavior 
in the morning equivocal when I handed 
him the MS, and he might, therefore, can- 
cel his presentation. My dilemma was 
greater far than his, as my whole future 
life seemed to bo trembling in tho balance. 
While thus distracted, my eyes fell on a 
paper lying in the bottom of tho pulpit, 
ami almost concealed by a foot-stool. 1 
stooped to lift it, ferventing hoping that it 
might prove to be some old senium which 
hail providentially found its way there. 
Thank goodness, it was a sermon; and I 
bad begun to read ere 1 realized the truth. 
It was the bishop’s own sermon, which he 
must have dropped! Providence seemed 
to have extricated mo from my difficulty, 
and there was no time to reflect on the pro- 
priety of my conduct; so without any Hesi- 
tation, 1 began to preach. 1 soon entered 
into the spirit of tlie magnificent discourse, 
and did as much justice as I could to the 
eloquent periods. Sometimes tho words 
flowed smoothly onward in a nielli tiuous 
stream, and anon they would rise into the 
thunder of harsh denunciation. Once when 
raising my hand in an oratorical gesture, 
while I delivered an anathema against 
worldliness and self-esteem, 1 caught the 
bishop’s eye, and quailed before the angry 
expression of liis pale, statuesque 
countenance. I was too much absorbed 
with my subject, however, to be affected 
by anything else tlieu;l was carrying my 
audience away with me, and could not re- 
linquish my hold. Almost immediately 
after 1 left the church, I met tho bishop. 

“Sir,”he said in a low voice of suppressed 
anger, “you will please consider the presen- 
tation 1 made this morning as revoked; and 
1 greatly regret that 1 have no other means 
ot expressing my sense of your unworthy 
behavior.” 

Now to this day 1 cannot see why lie 
should have been so greatly offended with 
me. lie must liavt* been aware that the 
course 1 had taken was unpremeditated 
and involuntary. Besides, as lie had 
preached my sermon, it was surely no less 
than just that l should preach his. I was 
present at the dinner at the vicarage, and 
in his conversation with the bishop .Sir ■ 
Peter did not seem at till tractable— a child 
might have told the squire was not iu a 
mood for granting favors — and 1 think tho 
bishop knew it. 1 was miserable enough 
myself; the ray of sunshine that had shone 
upon my fortunes in the morning was 
gone, and again all was dark. After din- 
ner, as soon as we reached the drawing- 
room, Sir Peter Surlyman accosted me and 
entered into conversation. When we had 
talked for a little. 

“Young nia-an,” he said, with a strong 
nasal twang he had, “that was a stunning 
good sermon you gave us this afternoon; it 
knocked the bishop's into a cocked lia-at. 

I mean you to be the vicar of Sloptou Wold, 
and I’ll conic sometimes to hear you 
preach !” 

And then to ratify his choice he pro- 
claimed it to tho bishop and vicar, both of 
whom seemed as astounded as myself. 1 
could scarcely credit my good fortune till 
1 had actually read it in tho newspapers 
No sordid obstacle now blocked my path 
to happiness. Fanny’s parents, however, 
had so often and so unmistakably mani- 
fested their objection to any attentions 
which I paid their daughter, that it was no 
easy matter for either them or me— possess- 
ing, as 1 trust we did, a sufficient measure 
of self-respect — to approach each other on 
a now footing, so that it seemed probable l 
must leave C’loverlield without arriving at 
the understanding which 1 so greatly de- 
sired. Several evenings before m.v de- 
parture 1 was standing talking to the vicar 
hv the lire, while Fanny and her mother 
were seated at an occasional tabic engaged 
with some fancy work. Ten was the hour 
at which Fanny usually retired, and it was 
now a quarter past that hour. 

“Fanny,” said her mother, looking at the 
mantel clock,” “do you see the time?” 

“There is no need for her to tro yet, ’’said 
the rector; and she remained for another 
half-hour. 

Love is quick in discernment, and from 
this trivial incident 1 concluded 1 was an 
accepted suitor. Henceforward our en- 
gagement seemed to be an accepted fact by 
all concerned. Indeed, a few days at tor- 
ward tlie vicar drove over with me to Slop- 
ton Wold, and with a certain degree of 
authority suggested improvements iu tlie 
parsonage and garden. 

This is the true account of my good 
fortune, and I trust 1 shall hear no more 
surmises or innuendos.

REALISM. 

MIt. HOW KM.h' COMMENTS ON MODERN 
FICTION. 

A Tribune correspondent, writing from 
Lake George, gives tlie following interest- 
ing talk with Mr. Howells: — 

Mr. Howells occupies thnt long, low 
rambling cottage on the sunset, side of the 
lake which was built by and was for many 
yctirs the homo of Judge Edmunds, whose 
fame as a spiritualist was cpiito as great as 
his lamo as a jurist. 

The author of “Silas Lapliam” likes 
Lake Gcorgo. I called upon him recently, 
and found him with his family about him 
aeated upon the front piazza of his cottage, 
in a soft felt hat, a white flannel shirt, and 
a largo gasypnirof corduroy trousers. He 
looked ilio picture of good health. Evi- 
dently ho had not shunned the sunlight, 
for his faco was darkly tanned. lie nn- 
«wered tho question as to how in tho world 
he had ever ventured into New York state 
for a summer vacation by saying that 
though warmly attached to Boston, he was 
not to the manor born, and found it less 
difficult to do strange and unusual things 
than if ho were native Bosfoncse. 

“Wo left early,*’ he said, “spending June 
in Carboudale without having our summer 
plans definitely arranged, though feeling 
that our faces were rather surely turned in 
tho direction of Lake George. What a 
lovely place it is! Wo are enjoying it im- 
mensely. l)r. Eggleston lives across tho 
lake almost opposite this place. He and 
Miss Eggleston rowed over to see us tho 
other day.” 

“Are you contemplating any new literary 
work, Air. Howells?” 

“Yes. I have just written tho first pages 
of a now novel not yet announced. I be- 
gan it in fact only day before yesterday. It 
will be a purely American story, its chief 
events centred in a New England country 
town, though it will relate to both city nnd 
country lifo. 1 have not thought of a name 
for it yet, nor, though I have the plot 
pretty well sketched out in my mind, should 
I feel at liberty to detail it to you just now. 
The nature of my arrangements with the 
Harpers, who have contracted with me for 
all I write, is such that entire good faith 
requires me to leave with them tho time 
and form of any extended announcement. 
Wo shall not leave Lake George before 
October, ami by that time I hope to have 
the book in fairly good shape.” 

“How, do you work here?” 

‘•There is my little office,” replied tho 
novelist, pointing to a little one-storied 
wing of tho house. “Will you look at it?” 

It is a pretty room, with a lmrd-wood 
floor and plenty of shelving, plentifully 
stored with books. A picture of Lincoln, 
after that lately reproduced in the Century, 
and pictures of Tolstoi, Bjornson, Haw- 
thorne and others were on tho walls. A 
large flat desk and several easy chairs com- 
pleted the room’s furniture.” 

“I write here for about four hours every 
morning after breakfast,” continued Mr. 
Howells. “Yes, I become vastly interested 
in my work. It quite possesses me. Of 
course, thero are times when I feel myself 
unable to think and when it really pulls on 
mo, but that is every man’s experience in 
every kind of effort.” 

“Thero are very many beautiful Indian 
romances relating to the mountains and 
islands and inlets ail ahout here, Mr. How- 
ells,” I ventured to suggest. 

“True; tho history of Lake George is 
full of romance, but, then, you know. I 
look upon that as the province of poetry 
rather than of prose narrative. I think 
that it is asking a good deal of people in 
these busy, practical times, to go back with 
you for a half a dozen or more generations, 
and to lose themselves among strange cus- 
toms and among strange people in a strange 
land. Tlie public of to-day, l think, feels 
that but little is to be gained by such ex- 
cursions into the p;tst. It knows where to 
go for history and for romances of the 
past; it has the poets. The real sentiment 
of to-day requires that the novelist shall 
portray a section of real lifo, that has in it 
u useful and animating purpose. All tho 
good work of our time is being done on 
this theory.” 

“Then you do not regard the work of the 
present English school of romancists, as 
represented, we will say, by Haggard, as 
4 ‘good work.” 

“I regard tho writings of that school as 
nothing more than a counter-current. It 
is no real tendency of the tunes. Every 
great current has its counter eddies, and 
the Action of the present day, which is 
pre-eminently realistic, has its spasm of 
romantic endeavor, just as in Scott’s day, 
when tho sentiment ran universally toward 
romance and extravagant fiction, thero 
were ebullitions of realism. They amount- 
ed to little. They were entirely insigni- 
fleont as showing tho feeling of the age. 
They held to the century the same relation 
as is now hold by the essays of English 
romancists. 

“In proof of this, just glance at the work 
which public sentiment lias passed favor- 
ably upon in all intelligent countries. Rus- 
sia lias led in tbc now school, ami holds 
foremost place among tlie nations that, 
have produced great modern novelists. 
England stands at. tho very bottom of the 
list. Ilardv is a great, i may say. a very 
great novelist. His pictures of lifo is life 
itself. Mrs. Howells and 1 have heard 
under our windows in England the very 
thoughts, yes, the very accents, which lie 
has attributed to bis English peasantry, 
llis truth and sincerity are admirable. 
And Black, too, so far as I have read him, 
is an able, skilful writer. But the Russian 
novelists lead the world. Indeed, 1 aflirin 
that Tolstoi occupies to all liction the same 
relation that Sbukesperc occupies to the 
drama. He lias a very strong ethical side, 
and not only teaches it and portrays it, 
bur. lives it. lie lias given himself up to it. 
He believes that men should live precisely 
and literally as Christ lived, and abandon- 
ing literature, where he stood at the sum- 
mit of fiction, he has adopted the daily life 
•of a Russian peasant.” 

I remarked that that seemed like simpli- 
city itself and received this retort: 

“Isn’t that because our civilization is so 
sophisticated, we read, and say we believe 
that (.’hrist is God, but sometimes our ac- 
tions imply thnt we scarcely think lie meant 
what 11c said ahout the conduct of life.” 

“Who do you think ranks next to Tolstoi 
as a writer of fiction?” 

“Turgoniett.” 
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“I)o you mean to say thnt tho greatest 
writers of (lotion that the world has over 
produced are both Russians?” 

“Yes. I think I am prepared to say just 
that. The novels of these men are abso- 
lute truth. They are nature bared. They 
are greatest because their writers have 
tho ability and the courage to paint hu- 
manity and his affairs just, as they are. That 
I regard ns the highest art.” 

“Where, then, do you place Dickens?” 

“Dickens w;ih a mail of his times, and it 
is only fair to him to view him in that light. 
Thu ago just before bis was extravagantly 
romantic. 'The work then done did not 
fully satisfy tlie rapidly growing practical 
thought, of Dickens’ mind. One of the 
discoveries of bis age was that while fiction 
sounded stilted and unreal when clad in the 
garb of poetry, yet there were tilings in 
life quite as romantic ns any of the paint- 
ings of tlie poets. The Russians, and tlie 
realistic school they lead, not only dispute 
this, but urge that (lotion does not need 
tlie adventitious aid of tlie unreal imagina- 
tion to give it permanent interest, it any 
dared to show it as it. really is. without the 
slightest gloss or draping, be would bo 
giving out the most absorbing fiction.” 

“Ilow do you answer the charge that 
real lifo is commonplace?” 

By asserting that, tlie very things that 
are not commonplace are those com- 
monly called commonplace. All tlio rest 
lias long since become hackneyed. Jn tlie 
preposterous what is there to invent? 
Nothing, except what is so preposterous as 
to lie ludicrous. 

“1 think my first ideas as to tho real 
beauty of natural simple fiction that dealt 
with tho actual hopes and fears of men as 
they are universally shown, came from 
reading Bjornsoii’s exquisite stories. In 
Scandinavian literature realisism has at- 
tained a rare degree of perfection. Most 
of the modern Italian and modern (Spanish 
novels arc of the new school, and it can- 
not bo denied that the best works in all 
tho continental tongues show the growth 
of this tendency. 

“Of ourso we all know the character of 
the modern French writers. Zola is a great 
writer. 1 may regret that* lie lias con- 
cerned himscli so much with the disagree- 
able and unhappy things of life, but 1 do 
not baso my objection to him on that 
ground. Strange as it may stem, if I ob- 
ject to him at all it would lie that he was 
a romancist. He is natural and true, but 
lie might better lie more so. He lias not 
quite escaped the influence of Balzac, who 
with Dickens and Gogol marked the in- 
aguratiou of the realistic era by taking 
realities* and placing them in romantic re- 
lations. As to Gogol, I should qualify this 
remark somewhat, for ho came much 
closer to tho high art of natural liction 
than either Dickens or Balzac. To me the 
beautiful and inspiring things of lilo are 
much more worth writing about than tho 
ugly tilings, to which the French have 
run. Perhaps tho worst picture of what is 
false and bill in humanity that fiction af- 
fords is given in Alan passant. A true ar- 
rangement of literatures in which realism 
lias obtained tlie supramacy over romance 
would place tlie Russian lirst; the French- 
man, by virtue of Zola’s strength, second, 
the Spanish next; tlie Norwegian fourth, 
the Italian fifth, and the English last. 


Free Text Hooks. 

At the teachers’ convention at Burling- 
ton, Yt., Superintendent Emerson of this 
city read a paper on “Free Text Books,” 
of which the following abstract is given: 

Air. Emerson opened with a brief review, 
showing the present status of legislation 
in regard to tree text books in the several 
states. There are, he said, twenty states 
that have not yet made any provision for 
free text books, even for indigent 
children. In seven thero arc permissive 
laws, allowing the eitie.% and towns at 
their option to furnish free text 
books, and as a rule they do fur- 
nish them where they are allowed to. Tlie 
lirst city in the country to furnish free text 
books was Philadelphia. This it did by a 
special act of legislation in 1818, showing 
an unbrokeu record of nearly seventy 
years, during which it lias continued the 
system. Tlie lirst state to pass a permis- 
sive law on the subject was Aiaine. In 
lint one state, however, is there a com- 
pulsory law, and that is Alassachusetts. It 
compels every city and town to furnish tree 
text books to ail pupils of tlie public 
schools. The lirst state of the Union to 
compile, make, publish and distribute free 
text books is tlie state of California, tlie 
pioneer in this school work. Air. Emerson 
next showed the success that had attended 
the practical working of tlie system in tlie 
several states in which it had been in 
operation. The testimony from all quar- 
ters is strongly in its lavor, no city, town 
or district that has hm'u adopted the sys- 
tem having ahandonco it. In Massachu- 
setts the testimony is almost universal in 
its favor. Tho most pronounced testimony 
in its favor is that of Boston, whose school 
committee opposed tlie law from its in- 
ception to its engrossment, but who now 
indorse tho law in its strongest terms, con- 
ceding to it ail the advantages which its 
triends have claimed for it. Air. Emerson 
closed with a brief statement as to tho 
duty of the state to provide for universal 
education and to make it absolutly free. 


Mr, Murray’s Trip. 

\Y. Ii. II. (Adirondack) Murray proposes 
to circumnavigate all the eastern part of 
tlie continent by sailing from Burlington, 
Yt., down tlie Richelieu to the St. Lau- 
rence down to tho Gulf, coasting the Lab- 
rador shore, then running around Belle 
Isle, making Halifax, St. Johns, Portland, 
Boston, Long Island Sound, Now York and 
up tlie Hudson to Burlington again. Air. 
Murray will lly the Lake Champlain Yacht 
Club pennant on bis yacht, which is built 
from Iiih own designs, and is 41 feet ovor 
all and of the sharpie model. —[American 
Canoeist.

All these discussions at Educational Con- 
ventions aro productive of Rood, no doubt, 
and the various educational theories that 
arc expounded are more or less important 
and interesting. The Rrcat trouble seems 
to be, however, that in the endless details 
and abstruse reasoniuRs the true function 
of our schools is lost siplit of. 

Dr. Richard Edwards, the state superin- 
tendent of education of Illinois, touched 
upon the vital question in his address at 
Chicago, when he said that a large part of 
the futuro of this country lies in the hands 
of the schoolmaster. Future citizens are 
beiuR trained in the schools and upon the 
wisdom of their traininR depends our 
future. Instruction that stops short with 
the mero branches that are taught, and 
teachers that content themselves with this, 
are of comparatively little value. What is 
important is that pupils should bo tauRht 
ripht principles of action, fidelity to duty, the 
sacredness of truth, in a word, to have 
their moral nature developed. All the 
learning that can be taught in the schools 
will not in itself make a good citizen, or 
an honorable man or woman. 

We have carried fine spun educational 
theories to the extreme limit, so that the 
question asked now is what kind of a 
teacher is a candidate, regardless of the 
fact that the man is of far more importance 
than the teacher. The influence that a 
teacher exerts outside of the text books is 
the important thing, and not the amount 
of knowledge he crams into his classes. 

This portion of the school master’s work 
must have been sadly neglected in the case 
of many of our public men, who show 
themselves at all times ready to sacrifice 
everything to expediency, and to look upon 
every question that confronts them, not as 
to its merits, but as to its popularity with 
the voters. Policy and not principle rules 
their lives. It would not be just of course 
to charge this wholly to the influence of 
their school training, but they certainly 
have not the virtues of the generation that 
preceded them, such as Phillips and Garri- 
son and Sumner. Imagine Charles Sumner 
stopping to ask before deciding upon any 
question of public policy, “Will I gain 
votes if I favor this?” 

Educational theories aro all very well, 
but what this couutry needs most is not 
good scholars but good citizens, and the 
public schools should be conducted with 
this aim in view.*. This would be making 
them practical in the best sense. 


The philosopher who occasionally drops 
into the Graphic office, took occasion last 
Saturday to indulge in some mysterious 
moralizing upon the subject of weather- 
cocks. He announced suddenly, after 
reading one of our exchanges, that a 
weathercock was a very useful institution. 
This rather commonplace remark was 
followed by the statement that the possess- 
or of such an article should keep it well 
oiled, so that it would move before the 
breeze became a hurricane and threatened 
serious injury to the machine. He had 
known instances, he said, where the vane 
always failed to respond until the storm 
was over, when itgoton the right side with 
an agility very confusing to the spectators, 
lie then began to talk of the city election 
last fall, a id the recent High School un- 
pleasantness, in a rather enigmatical way, 
but was interrupted by several gentlemen 
coming in to subscribe for the Graphic, 
and failed to give any explanation of bis re- 
marks. 


According to present indications there 
promises to be very little political excite- 
ment in Newton during the next six months. 
Everything seems to be quite satisfactorily 
settled, as far as municipal officers are con- 
cerned, and the talk at present is that there 
will lie no opposition to the nominees on 
the Citizen's ticket, that is providing 
Mayor Kimball should consent to run 
again. The ooople seem to he very well 
satisfied with the members of the two 
branches of the city government, and there 
is no very loud call for a change. Those 
who desire t<* go hack w ill have very little 
trouble in doing so, and the only feature of 
the election that seems to promise any ex- 
citement is the school board. It is said 
that the majority of the mothers in the 
city linve already announced their inten- 
tion of being registered and an unusually 
largo vote will probably bo east. The 
people in Newton have a very healthy it> 
■terest in the public schools. 

Miss A. It. Uklciucu begins in this issuo 
a Berios of letters to the girls of the class 
of ’80, Newton High School, of which class 
she is an honorary member, and promises 
to give them some very practical advice, on 
several important subjects. The introduc- 
tory letter treats of law and its immutabil- 
ity, and that the relation of cause and effect 
is always maintained. The laws of health 
caunot be violated without suffering sooner 
or later the full oil eat of such violation. 
Whatever Miss Beecher writes is always 


worth reading, and her letters will be read 
with pleasure and profit, not only by the 
girls, but by other readers of the Graphic'. 

Tu knor’s paper series are proving just, 
tlit sort of reading for hot weather, and 
most of the novels are worth rending the 
second time. The latest issuo is “Tho 
,l)uehess Emilia,” by llarrett Wendell, 
author of the vigorous and successful 
American novel, "Rnnkell’s Remains.” It 
is a vivid picture of life in the old Papal 
Rome, amid the noble homes and legend- 
haunted halls of the Colonna family. The 
Literary World says: ”It is an original, 
ingenious, and in some respects powerful 
story; its materials the rich and august 
elements of Roman life, its presiding 
spirit a strong and lofty religious feeling 
that looks severely on human sinfulness, 
sympathetically on human suffering, ten- 
derly on human love, and longingly to- 
wards tho rest and peace that comes of 
faith and pardon.” 

The movement to repeal tho internal 
revenue taxes on whiskey and tobacco is 
queer financiering, and still queerer politics. 
It is to bo regretted that Republican papers 
of otherwise good standing have advocated 
the movement. If tho surplus is too large 
it should be diminished in some other way. 
Whiskey and tobacco are luxuries, and they 
can stand taxation much better than such 
necessities of lifo as sugar, salt, lumber, 
coal, or even tho cheaper grades of. dry 
goods. To advocate the repeal of tho 
whiskey tax merely for tho sake of keeping 
up tho tariff would ruin any political party 
that attempted it. 


“Giieystoxe” has again become a con- 
tributor to the Graphic, and his writings 
will bo found as racy and suggestive as 
ever. In this issue he presents a striking 
picture of a citizen whose like has long 
since vanished from Newton, if it is not a 
fancy sketch, and he also has something 
pertinent to say about the destructive 
qualities of “Young America.” We hope 
to induce Greystone to become a regular 
correspondent, at least during the hot 
weather, so that his articles may serve as a 
sauce to give a relish to the sea-shore and 
mountain directory, of which a large in- 
stalment appears every week. 

With the approach of tho dull season the 
usual discussion as to tho merits of Mr.

OBITUARY. 


Died, nearer Newton Centre than any- 
where else, J Smy the, (presumably John) 
in his eighty-seventh year. 

He was a remote connection of the his- 
torical Captain John. Grad. liar. O. W. 
T. (A memorandum found in his family 
Bible, which probably means one of the 
original graders of hardest part of the 
old Worcester turnpike, now Boylston 
street.) 

He was born the very last day of the last 
century, at Puttcrhain, so called, on the 
back side or scruh-urbs of Newton, in that 
swampy region which' soaks the town line 
between Newton and Brookline, close by 
the pensive ruins of Eposainond Drew’s old 
saw mill, where Palmer brook winds 
through Blithudale and "Ye. Grate Med- 
dows” to Ciiarles River. 

Here he lived all his life, held high 
converse with nature and himself, and was 
finally gathered, so to speak, to his fath- 
ers. 

••Still wafers run dci p.” 

He was but lit lit* known except to a few, 
and they km-w but very little, not even 
h »w lie spell his name, whether he bad a 


dot or a wedge in the middle, or an e at iho 


end of it. 

So little known was ho. that he found 
himself in the latter part of his long life 
under paradoxical suspicion, lor not being 
better known. 

This is a trait of character that has es- 
caped tho notice of prominent writers. 
Byron just glances at it in the lines: 

"Ami even the ah-oncr of pretention, 

Will go much further than we’ve need to men- 
tion.” 

A list* n co was one of our departed 
friend's strong points,— and that habit of 
his did go much further than w f e care to 
mention. 

The neighbors talked as neighbors will, 
and all the more because they had nothing 
tangible to talk about. 

lie was nover seen at a town meeting, of 
course was never up for any office in town, 
church, state or neighborhood,— never was 
on any committee to represent anything,— 
never signed any petition or subscription 
paper, or made his name conspicuous. 

He was never known to he poor at an? 
time, but quite otherwise apparently, lie 
never owed anything at tho stores, or on 
mortgage, and never borrowed money, tools 
or anything else— never squeezed his hired 
help in hours or fractional days or wages. 
In all money matters he was a true no-blll- 
mrtu. 

He never went off summers or winters to 
Florida, Nassau, Bar Harbor, California. 
Europe or anywhere else, lie just slipped 
along in tho grooves nearest to his line ol 
action. 

He was never known to speak ill of or 
to man or beast, — never boro false witness 
for or against his neighbor,— never kept a 
dog. Ilia words were few and precious, 
and were as good as his bond. 

• His singular life (though in some re- 
spects married,) was a bundle of negatives, 
—and what lie did not say or do. would 
make a large and interesting biography in 
two volumes, which is unquestionably h st 
to the Newton Library and to the world, 
in which while he lived, he shone like a 
light under a bushel basket, — through cre- 
vices. but steadily, not flickering or blown 
about by any wind of doctrine. 

The writer lays this chaplet tenderly 
upon tho grave of one who has passed 
away, leaving no living repri sontative. 

That style of man is extinct, and this 
was the last specimen. 

He ran his life’s race with patience, keep- 
ing aiwqys on the shady side of the street 
and out of the crowd.

HOUSEHOLD MATTERS. 


STEWED PEAK. 

Melt one-quartor of n pound of butter 
in a saucepan; add 1 1-2 pints of green 
peas; pepper and salt to taste; two small 
onions, a whole tenspmmlul of sugar and 
one-half head of lettuce, lied up; cook on a 
slow lire until the peas tiro toudor; remove 
the lettUco and onions; minco some pars- 
ley, if desired, and mix with the peas and 
serve. 

nit Oil. ED LAMB CUTLETS. 

Dip them into melted butter; sprinkle 
hem with salt and pepper, and broil over 
a brisk lire; arrange on a platter with 
stewed peas in centre. 

DEVILED LOBSTER. 

Take the tnesit from a good sized lobster 
and minco it line; season with ground 
mustard, cayenne pepper and salt; stir 
until well mixed; put it into a saucepan 
with water enough to keep it from burn- 
ing, add a large tablespoonful of butter 
ant! two tablespooufuls of vinegar, let it 
boil up and serve hot. 

SALMON SALAD. 

Take cold boiled salmon ami break it 
into pieces with a spoon and remove all 
bones and skin; add to this sliced hard 
boiled eggs and new beets sliced, and the 
crisp, yellow leaves from a head of lettuce, 
and servo with salad dressing. 

POTATO SALAD. 

Take six large, boiled potatoes: cut them 
in slices. Two small heads of lettuce, 
broken in pieces. One-half onion, cut very 
line, and two bard boiled eggs, sliced, and 
arranged on top of the mixture just before 
serving. Pour over tho whole a dressing 
made of mustard, salt, melted butter and 
vinegar. 

SALAD OF ’ BEAKS. 

String beans and boil until tender; cook 
whole, and, when cold, dress with oil, vine- 
gar, popper, salt and capers; garnish with 
hard boiled eggs. 

SALAD DRESSING WITHOUT OIL. 

Take one-quarter of a cup of vinegar, 
one-quarter of a cup of water, a dessert 
spoonful of butter, one teaspouful of salt, 
the same of sugar, one-half teaspoonful of 
ground mustard, a very little white pepper; 
put all into a saucepan and lot. in simmer 
until the butter is well melted, then add 
one egg, well beaten, and stir constantly 
until it thickens, using great care that it 
does not boil hard enough to break the 
custard. As soon as smooth and thick, 
remove from the stove and turn slowly in a 
bowl in which is one-third of a cup of 
cream; stir until well mixed; cool in a 
basin of water and then place on ice. This 
dressing is excellent for all purposes 
where a salad dressing is desired. 

QUAKER OMELET. 

Three eggs, one-half cup of milk, one 
and ono-lialf tablespooufuls of corn starch; 
beat whites and yolks of eggs separately 
and mix well together; cook seven minutes 
in a hot fryingpun in which a teaspoonful 
of butter has been melted; fold and turn 
on a hot dish and serve with sweetened 
cream, llavored.

Boating at Riverside. 

A Boston Home Journal writer sketches 
the delights of Riverside and its boats in 
tho following style: 

If you don’t know what to do with your- 
self let me help >ou a little. Take to the 
Charles river. It >on do it. once or twice, 
it will become a habit as hard to cure your- 
self of as the tolmcoo lmbit. You need l*ut 
to go to Riverside, half an hour out on the 
Albany load, to get to n land that makes | 
you think of that spot at Hamilton, England, 
that Irving showed you at. the Boston 
Theatre, where Henrietta Mario and the 
little prince and princess wandered those 
delightful nights two years ago — nights so 1 
soon to lie repeated, before memory is 
dimmed even, or the mind lias ceased to j 
hunger for them. 


There is no prettier place near town — or j 
far from it for that matter— than Riverside. 
Even the i ail way does not disfigure it, as 
the train across the river scuds its echoes 
up and down its winding way. The few 
steps across the natural path down the 
grassy slope wh re sweet loiar grows just 
sparsely enough to be common, and one is 
m as sylvan a retreat as one can even 
imagine. The stillness of peace is upon 
tin* smooth waters where the shadows 
reach from one massy slope to the other, 
and make the waters deep and dark. as they 
llow so quietly under the bridge, — a quiet 
which softens tin* mirthful voices of the 
pleasure seekers ami yet does not sudden, 
it is so safe and happy a placo that the 
youthful loin -\ ear. >-old paddling down 
>ti earn in a tiny shell that would ordinarily 
impress one as a lisque craft, only seems a 
natural part of the picture, as if boys were 
born to paddle tiny boats. 


There is nothin:; shoppy oven in the long 
flotillas of pretty boats that are moored 
across the stream. Even tho man at the 
boat-house partakes of tho sylvan air of 
the place and with unquestioning faith puts 
you into his best boat and asks no questions. 
It make you ieel for a time — it’sa delusion, 
of course, but most tilings are delusions — 
it make you fe« 1 as if Lowell made a mis- 
take when he settled upon only one thing 
that could “be bad for tlm asking." Just 
for that rime it seems as if nature and a 
boat could be had for the asking. It takes 
but half a dozen st okes up stream and the 
boat bouse is out of sight, another stroke 
and another turn hides the house of the 
Newton Boat club, and — if you but go early 
enough in tho day— you are alone with na- 
ture, though it is even pleasanter to have a 
friend in. The “ Solitude a dm. r." old as 
Kdei:, still truly holds all the charm of life. 
You may change the deux to bo sure, but 
the flavor of the solitude remains. I can’t 
say that it doesn’t flourish on change. 


The charm of the river Charles is it 
variety. You never can bo quite sure 
w bother you are in the river or in a cove, 
and often you have to search along its 
narrow way for a shady opening to continue 
y**ur way. It gives variety to vour rowing 
too. foi its two strokes with the left oar 
and “give wav’’ for about two then three 
strokes with the right oar and, “give way" 
all the distance. An expert of alternating 
might do it by rule and possibly not run 
aground or get tangled in the grass; and a 
clover one at hugging the shore may keep 
in the shade all the way. Try it.

9 The Objective Element. 

Mr. John W. Dickinson, secretary of the 
State Board of Education, delivered an ad- 
dress on “The Objective Element in Educa- 
tion,” at the Educational Convention in 
Chicago. The following abstract is given: 
“The activity required by school exercises 
is that which produces knowledge and a 
right development of tho faculties. To 
occasion this activity, appropriate objects 
and subjects of thought must he presented 
to the learner’s mind. The act of present- 
ing these things, for tho accomplishment 
of the two ends which school exercises 
have their .objects to accomplish, may be 
called teaching. Tho different means used 
in teaching, and tho different ways in 
which the means aro used, give rise to dif- 
ferent methods of teaching, if tho means 
are the real objects themselves, the objec- 
tive method is employed. The objects of 
knowledge may be presented, first, as in- 
tegral units, and afterward analyzed in an 
orderly manner for a study of their parts 
ami attributes. .’f this is done, the 
analytic method is followed. There is a 
representative method which consists in 
the use of illustrations or of verbal de- 
scriptions. used as substitutes lor the 
tilings to he known. Tho value of any 
method of teaching will depend on its re- 
lations to the ends to he secured by school 
exercises. Suppose the ends to he knowl- 
edge and mental training, then that method 
will he the true one which is founded on 
those laws of the mind that determine its 
ways ot learning and tho conditions of its 
growth. 

“Through our experiences wo learn that 
knowledge of all kinds can he occasioned 
only by the presence to the mind, or in it, 
of the objects of knowledge. Front this 
we may infer that one of the principles of 
teaching is founded on that law of tho 
mind which limits its activity in acquiring 
knowledge to objects in its presence. A 
second principle of teaching may he de- 
rived front the law of the mind which re- 
quires, lor a complete knowledge of an 
• •bject of thought, that it shall lie studied, 
first, as an integral unit or a whole, and, 
secondly, as composed of parts related to 
one another. Again, the mind must know 
the facts of science as a condition fur the 
comprehension of scientific knowledge. 

“From the necessary conditions of men- 
tal development may ho derived another 
principle of teaching found in the mental 
law, which requires the learner to exercise 
his active power on appropriate objects of 
knowledge, that tho facility in acting, 
which constitutes mental development it- 
self, may be acquired. From these tilings 
ii appears that tho true method of teaching 
must he in harmony with principles found 
in those laws of tho human mind which 
control ith activity in acquiring knowledge 
and power, and that this method may lie 
called the objective analytic method. The 
term objective directs our attention to the 
means to h ( > employed in teaching; analytic 
to the way in which tho means are to he 
used.”

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WOKAft’S WORK. 

AN APPEAL IN RKIIAI.F OF THE HELPING 
HAND SOCIETY. 

In thiR “ F.ra of Woman.’’ tho amount of 
labor that. iR being performed by woman is 
scarcely appreciated by the unobservant. 

Women are not now more than formerly 
“ unsexing” theniRelvca by monopolizing 
the labor most appropriate to men. They 
are not carrying the bod, laying bricks nt 
the top of eight, story buildings, driving 
coal carts, arresting criminals, digging 
canals, or laying railways. They arc, how- 
ever. qualifying themselves to siutaiu the 
bod carrier in bis legitimate and inalienable 
rights, by giving to him, .and to all laborers 
and artisans in tbo coming time, better 
mothers, wiser counselors, and more intel- 
ligent teachers. They are building — not 
simply houses, . but— homes from the ma- 
terial from which tbo true home must bo 
built; intelligence in the central and ruling 
power; training girls and boys for the re- 
sponsibilities of domestic life. They arc 
diminishing the need of tho stalwart police- 
man by developing in the community a 
higher and truer standard of morals. 

They are digging deep the cbancls 
through which may flow the sweet influen- 
ces of a rectified soul force, and are laying 
on solid foundation the parallel lines of pa- 
ternal and maternal influence in tho laws 
of heredity, over which may be safely 
transported coming generations, as the 
flood of travel tends ever to the metropolis 
of tho “Great Beyond.” 

All these are but a few items in the work 
which is being dono by women all about 
us. 

Organizations in full nnd successful 
operation, for the instruction, the devel- 
opment, the reformation — when needed, 
and the general and particular elevation of 
the race, and especially of their own sex — 
dot the land as stars bespangle the heav- 
ens, and their lights are glimmering amid 
the darkness, as the stars glint through the 
broken clouds. Time shall gather the 
harvests from this seed sowing, but eter- 
nity shall be the granery. 

To the organized institutions for the 
care and culture of the otherwise uncared 
for in the community has been added one for 
the care and culture, the succor and help 
of working girls, a class too much and too 
long neglected. 

This society is called tho New England 
Helping Hand Society.” It is not to he 
limited in its labors of love, to Boston or 
Massachusetts, but will endeavor to ex- 
tend influences all over the New England 
states, and to establish homes wherever 
they are needed, the central home remain- 
ing in boston. 

Though in its present form, this society 
is but an infant, its outlook is most prom- 
ising. Its membership is larger than many 
much older associations, and it is cnnduct- 


l.et every one, from the widow and orphan, 
whose mite will be as gratefully received as 
the hundred thousand of the millionaire 
give according to the means entrusted to 
them, and tho work of redemption shall 
equal, if not exceed, that of nnv other as- 
sociation for the amelioration of the hard 
fate of the unfortunate, or for the building 
of better conditions for the helpers. No 
other society strikes as this does, at the 
very root of social and Rociety evils; for 
the “Helping Hand” takes in time the fu- 
ture mothers of our land, ami trains them 
to become competent to mould the coming 
men and women, who, in their turn, must 
mould tlie destinies of our nation. 

Why, indeed, should men need much 
more protection than their sisters? 

The Women’s Christian Association lives 
and does its work, hut it cannot do it all. 
This society would work by its sido nnd till 
a constantly widening gan. 

Non-sectarian, recognizing in the appli- 
cants for help neither creed or color, on 
the broadest principles of philauthrophy ; 
in recognition of tho common Fatherhood 
of God, tho common brother ami sister- 
hood of His children, the Helping Hand 
asks your confidence, your sympathy, your 
substantial assistance, .lust now will you 
let that assistance come in the shape of or- 
namental and useful articles for the fair, 
when this iR more convenient than money. 
In October will our gardening and farming 
friends send us anything that is convert- 
able into money through the market, and 
so have the satisfaction of knowing that 
they have aided a good cause and, per- 
chance, been the means of rescuing one 
tempted child. Looking in the faces of 
your own children, think of tho thousands 
of homeless ones who make through this 
society their appeal to you.

well known for their philanthropy and re- 
liability. 

For the purpose of increasing their funds, 
arrangements have been made for a Fair at 
Horticultural Hall from Oct. 31 to Nov. 
7th. boon after this the first ’’Home for 
Working Girls” will be opened, where from 
twelve years old and upward, such work- 
ing girls can, fora nominal sum, have the 
advantages and comforts of a Home. Here 
they will be instructed in the manifold 
uses of leisure time, including much need- 
ed recreations and entei tainmeiit, and by* 
personal contact ami influence of the cul- 
tivated and refined they will be induced to 
make for themselves standards of morals 
and manners far beyond and above any- 
thing they had yet conceived. 

Matrons will be employed for all service 
that shall be necessary; but the ladies of 
the association will have such a supervis- 
ion of the inmates of the home, as shall 
secure faithful ethical instruction, as well 
as mental training and physical supplies. 

The Fair, from which it is.-desirable that 
a large sum of money shall be realized — 
the high character of those interested be- 
ing a sufficient guarantee that such money 
will be wisely expended— is to be on an 
unusually large and comprehensive scale. 

It introduces the novel feature of a verit- 
able market with about twenty stalls, i 
which are to contain everything with which 
to supply the most elaborate table, or fill j 
the most commodious larder. This, with i 
the Cafe is to bo open to the public through 
the week of the fair, without eutrauce fee. 
The Cafe will be supplied by one of the 
best caterers in the state, and under the 
supervision of an unsurpassed chef. Alto- 
gether the preparations for “your money’s 
worth” are ample and secure.

A Most om correspondent of the New York 
Sun lias the following to siiy relative to 
Mr. A. II. Soden. of Xewtonville, president, 
of the Boston Hhso Hall Club, and bin co- 
director? : 

On the Boston base Sail gi minds, in the 
long and narrow pen that is occupied by 
tho reporters. there arc three Beats reserved 
for the directors. Two of these are or- 
dinarily vacant. The third belongs to 
President A. II. Soden, and at three panics 
out of four he is found in it, Hitting directly 
on a line with the pitcher and catcher, and 
with his sharp eyes always open for an 
error, either by tho players or the umpire. 
Mr. Soden is the biggest mail in base ball 
that New England can show. His power 
in the Boston club is almost absolute, ai d 
the money tlmt he has been making out of 
I he sport in the past lew years has caused 
him to Ou the object of envy in some man- 
agerial quarters. Mr. Soden is a stonily 
built, rather short man, with a chubby, 
smooth lace, lie has a bull-dog tenacity 
of purpose, and he clung to the Boston 
club when it was almost hopelessly bank- 
rupt in everybody else s estimation, lie 
pulled it through its financial trouble and 
placed it on its feet, and now ho secs tho 
stock way up in value, and none of it to be 
had lor love or money. He gets a good 
deal of abuse in certain quarters for what 
is complained of as niggardly policy, but 
it is hard to see why he should bo blamed 
by the public. Jle is giving tile public bet- 
ter hall playing hy the homo curb than it 
over had boiorc, and he is applying the 
same principles to the club management 
that suecessiul men of business always ap- 
ply wiioii they want to make money, lie 
is between 46 and 60 years ot age, and, be- 
sides his base ball woi k, is actively engaged 
in the manufacturing of rooting material, 
having a factory in Chelsea. 

About ten years ago lie became a stock- 
holder in the Boston club, buying three 
shares of stock at the solicitation ot a 
friend, ami not particularly because he 
wanted it. lie paid $>20 a share, which was 
20 per cent, ot the par value. When the 
cluo was started in 1871 there were 160 
shares at a par value of $100 each. Al- 
though the club secured and held the 
championship of the country forsevcinl 
years, it cuuidn’t seem to make money, but 
dropped behind almost every year. Tne 
stockholders were called on i or frequent 
assessments to make up deficiencies. Fi- 
lially, on a (.all for $>JJ a share, a majority 
of tiiem rcouocd and decided that rather 
than pay it uiey would lorfeit their stock 
in tlie cluo, w iiicli they didn’t believe 
would ever pay dividends, aeventy-two 
shares of sloes were therelore relinquished 
and passed in t » i he treasury, where they 
remain to this day. ()i the present capital 
stock, 06 shares me owned by the three di- 
rectors. and the balance — id shares— are 
held by Id ot the original stockholders who 
have ueld o.i to their property through 
thill and thick, and wno would hardly ex- 
change it now, dollar for dollar, for Bell 
telephone. 1 know one of these Id who 
has boon offered 8600 for his one share and 
declined to sell. These Id lucky men are 
tho veteran Harry Wright, now ot Phila- 
delphia, John C. Haynes, George B. Apple- 
ton, K. B. Mayo, F. H. Briggs, F. E. Hong, 
C. B. Corey, F. F. Hominy. Charles 11 . 
Porter, and one other. The Boston el no 
was at its lowest point four seasons ago. 
The playing season here had to be snort- 
cnod one month, and there was a delicicucy 
of $11,1)00. Mr. Soden put lus baud’ do* ii 
into his pocket, and took out that amount, 
and with it paid tho arrears in players’ 
salary. If ho had not done so there would 
likely have been no nine here the follow- 
ing season. The public had become dis- 
gusted with the poor playing of the Boston 
team, and though the salaries that year 
were high, tho nine were doing nothing to 
inspire conliueuce. When the next year 
came round President Soden went to work 
with a determination to make a success of 
base ball in a business way. Every year 
since tlmt he has done better than the year 
before. The club has bought the grounds 
at the South end, and, with a mortgage 
which is no larger than can be carried com- 
fortably, that danger under which the old 
club labored, of being turned off its grounds 
at the expiration of a short term lease, is 
no longer felt. Next year a new and well- 
appointed grand stand is to be built, at a 
cost of not less than $.'J 0 , 00 b. 

President Sodeu’s co-magnates and his 
fellow owners in the great lion’s share of 
the club stock are Mr. J. B. Billings, the 
treasurer, and Mr. Couaiit, vice-president. 
Billings is i.ne of the old-timers, and is a 
successful hoot and shoe manufacturer. 
Conant is a manufacturer of rubber goods, 
and the heaviest man, financially, in the 
triumvirate, lie could probably draw his 
check for half a million. Mr. Soden, as the 
representative of the Boston club, is one 
of the most influential members of the 
National league. One of his peculiarities 
is an unwillingness to furnish material for 
illustrated journalism. He never will con- 
sent to sit for a photograph for fear that 
his likeness may appear in some newspaper. 
An old hall tosser himself, lie has trained 
up a sou in the same sport, and his son is 
now the best pitcher in the league of sub- 
urban clubs, and twirls for the Newton 
(Mass.) Club.

al bargain.”

“Married people's money." 

“They hau a lew words." 

“Fulling to-ge tiler." 

“Nets and cages, and so on. 

The author of tlie book is a master of 
good English too, and says what he has to 
say in very lotciblc and graceful lashion. 
Take for example the following:** While the 
possession oi a dttiu money is by no means 
a drawback, they do not well consult their 
happiness, who many for money alone.

Tims, in illustrating how some women 
are disappointed in their husbands, he 
tells oi i ne Scotch horse dealer, wno, over 
a bottle, was induced to confess a horse’s 
lailums. The horse had only two. When 
turned loose in the field he was hard to 
catch, and when caught he was of 110 use. 
Many a poor woman might say the same of 
her husband. She had to make many nets 
to eateli linn, and when caught,— well lie 
iorgot that husbands have duties. 

To illustrate how some people stretch 
their company manners, he tells of a 
minister at a Bishop’s table, belore whom 
a bad egg had been placed. The Bishop 
discovering it apologized to his guest and 
bade the servant bring a fresh oue. “No, 
thank you, tny lord,” replied the minister, 
“this will do, it is quite good enough for 
me." In another chapter ho says: “it is 
better lor married people to take pride in 
their children than to be as indifferent to 
them as was a certain old lady, who had 
brought up a family of children near a 
river. A gentleman once said to her, “1 
should think you would have lived in con- 
stant fear. that some of them would have 
got drowned."

A ITIORKIi I'ANDIOATK. 

The Springfield Republican thinks that 
Robert T. Lincoln is tho moat available 
Republican candidate for tho Presidency, 
and that ho has a good chance of 
being nominated when in 1888 the party 
beginR to Rearch for a candidate “who can 
relieve it from the necessity of takinc 
either Blaine or Sherman.” Such a result 
would be a fortunate thing for the party, 
and would attract back all those who were 
unable to vote for Mr. Blaine. Mr. Lincoln 
has never sought the office, no charge of 
wire-pulling or scandal of any kind could 
be raised against him, and the nomination 
would be greeted with enthusiasm among 
all tho younger voters. With such a 
leader the party would be sure to succeed, 
while with any of tho men who have been 
so urgently striving for the nomination for 
so many years, the result would bo more 
uncertain. Old issues have been fought 
over long enough, the old candidates have 
many bitter antagonists, and the wisest 
thing to do would be to clear the field 
and bring on a new set of men. Tho pros- 
pects are now that President Cleveland 
will be renominated, and it is useless to 
deny the fact that he is much stronger 
with the people than when he first assumed 
the office. To defeat him will require 
the strongest candidate that can be found, 
and Lincoln would be such a candidate. 
Ex-Governor Robinson would be an ad- 
mirable selection for the second place. 
With such a ticket there would be no 
Mugwumps. 


IIO.HEN FOR WORKING UIRLM. 

On another page Miss Beecher presents 
the claims of the New England Helping 
Hand Society, of which she is vice presi- 
dent. The society enters a new and 
uncared for field, and it should have the 
■encouragement and assistance of all who 
believe in helping to make the world better. 

The object of the society is to provide 
homes for working girls, where they will 
be looked after and cared for, both physical- 
ly and morally, and haw*tlie comforts and 
advantages of a home. 

The society is conducted by women, and 
although but recently organized, has a 
very laige membership, and the founders 
are widely known for their good works. 
As Miss Beecher says, why should so much 
he done for young men, by the Young 
Men’s Christian Associations and in other 
ways, and so little for young women? 

The society proposes to hold a fair in 
October to provide funds for the establish- 
ment of a Home in Boston, and makes an 
.appeal to the charitable for any ornamen- 
tal or useful articles, where these are more 
convenient than money. The appeal should 
meet with a generous response from the 
people of Newton. This is a branch of 
woman’s work which all can endorse. It 
aims at something practical and urgently 
needed. All may not sympathize with the 
efforts to obta.n suffrage for women, but 
no one can fail to see the necessity of doing 
something to better the condition of the 
thirty thousand working women of Boston. 

IIAIIDI.V HONORABLE. 

The man who signed himself “Observer” 
in last week’s Journal, and who is thought 
to he a member of tho school board, 
should have had the courage to. sign 
his name to his vague insinuations 
or else he should have kept still. The 
practice of hiding behind a fictitious signa- 
ture and saving things in a newspaper 
which one would nut dare*to say over his 
own name, is akin to that of sending anony- 
mous letters through the mail. A man 
who comes out boldly and states his opin- 
ions over his own signature will have tho 
respect of a community, even if ho is re- 
garded as mistaken in his views, Newton 
people especially like a man to have the 
courage of his convictions. 

We commend to the timid soul of “Ob- 
server” tho example of the young lady 
who has answered his letter, and who evi- 
dently does nob believe in writing anything 
which she is afraid to sign. 

As for the contents of his letter, they 
are hardly worthy of comment. Tho op- 
position in the school board at first made 
definite charges, which were found upon 
Investigation to bo baseless. That did not 
change their policy, but since they have 
succeeded in their effort*, they should con- 
tent themselves with their victory, and not 
attyclf by .vague imimqttions and anony- 
mous letters a gentleman who is now a 
privateYitlzen. That there Is nothing that 
has not already been revealed is amply 
sluywii by tlm fact that Mayor Kimball, 
Mr. Ames, MY. Converse and Rev. I)r. 
Bhiun, the four member* of the High 
School copwuitbuo who were the i/josf 
frequent visitor* to the school, and who 
were best acquainted with the facts in the 
case, kqew of no reason for a change, and 
they are men whose character and stand- 
ing is equal, to say the least, to that of any 
other members of the board. 

Ili is oi^y \MMftable t|u infer, that if 


there had been any charges to bring for- 
ward that would stand investigation, they 
would have long ago been made public. Ah 
this was not (’one, it is neither honorable 
nor manly now to indulge in vaguo insinu- 
ations and anonymous lelteis to tho news- 
papers. The record has been made up and 
the books have been closed, and it is use- 
less to attempt now to make a change in 
public sentiment. 

The indorsement of the Blair Bill by the 
assembled teachers at Chicago shows how 
thoughtlessly even teachers may look at 
public questions. The education of the 
citizen is one of those duties reserved to 
the several states, and the Blair Bill would 
be as pernicious in practice as it is in 
theory. It is to ho feared tlint the educa- 
tors at Chicago are not as familiar with the 
constitution as they should be. 

The Boston Advertiser very sensibly 
says that the Republican party in this 
state must nominate “men of undoubted 
character and capacity” if they liopo to 
win. Whether this means more than 
appears upon the surface is uncertain, but 
there is no question as to the wisdom of 
such a course. 


Likitknant-Govf.rnor Brackett is 
talked of for the next congressman from 
tho 5th district, and such a nomination 
would he an excellent one. 


NOTES ABOUT TOWN. 

A FRIENDLY HINT. 

Real estate brokers should not, as a gen- 
eral thing, “talk too much with their 
mouths.” 

(No special reference in mind, just now.) 
They are supposed to represent owners, or 
rather, in a broader sense, ownership, and 
it is in had taste for them to disparage any 
locality in town as “too bleak,’’ “too 
high,” “too low,” “too damp,” or “out of 
the world,” or “too near the railroad- 
track,” or “too far from the depot,” or too 
anything else. People mostly know what 
they want and generally do as they plense. 

What our good friends, the brokers, have 
to sell, they will dispose of just as easily 
and with more credit to themselves by re- 
fraining front injurious and often unjust 
comparisons. “Live and let live,” and 
then we shall all have a living. 


PROFESSIONAL SECRETS. 

The same remarks will apply with equal 
force to dentists, surgeons, physicians, and 
other professional gentlemen, who are con- 
fidential advisers and practitioners. 

A family physician, as lie passes from 
one sick chamber to another, should shut a 
tight door behind him, lock it, and take the 
key. 

The secrets of his profession should re- 
pose in his own manly breast, not to be 
disturbed even by his wife. 

Patients may publish their maladies, hut 
for him to do it is a breach of confidence. 


WIIF.N A SECRET IS SAFE. 

Any secret, generally speaking, is safe 
only in the original package. The nature 
of a secret is to ooze out, burrow, and get 
out, somehow, sooner or later. 

Very few (besides ourselves and one or 
two others) can be trusted with the sole 
custody of an interesting secret. The per- 
verse outing is too much for most mental 
natures to withstand. 

The husband turns a secret over to the 
wile of his bosom, and finds ready and 
cordial relief— more, in fact, than he an- 
ticipated. 

The wife, on the other hand, gets far less 
from her* dull husband, hut her secret is 
safer than it was before, for are not two 
better than one? Of course they are. 

Besides, the two are one. mid hnvo an 
awlul double grip on other people’s secrets. 

Wo have read somewhere nt a man (of 
course) “whose secret died with him.” 
Autopsy disclosed the sad but scientific 
tact, that the secret that he had promised 
“never to tell to a living soul” was the pro- 
curing cause of his death.

TIIE NEWTON SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 

A REPLY TO TIIE I NSINF ATIONS OF Olt- 
SKRVF.IL 

Editor of* 1 1 e flRArme: 

Will you allow* me through your columns 
to throw a little more light upon this inter- 
esting question, and attempt to aid, l»y a 
view from another standpoint, the “dis- 
interested observer,” whose communica- 
tion in last week’s Journal some of the 
Graphic’s readers may have aeen, that he 
mav understand more clearly the position 
of the School Committee? 

We have a common wish that our High 
School shall do such excellent work that it 
shall deserve the position nt the very head 
of High Schools. 

If thoro is any other reason needed to 
show* tho committee’s lack of knowledge of 
tho condition of the school — lack of “a 
careful and prolonged study of the school, 
and comparison of it with other High 
Schools in this stale and in other states” — 
the reason is supplied when the committeo 
or its disinterested observer suggests that 
it “may ho for the best good of the lato 
head-master that the reasons for the change 
be not given to the public.” 

From a position of definite knowledge, 
general and particular, of all that lias hap- 
pened in or out of the school for the last 
few years, we can say that neither master 
nor pupils would have reason to regret — 
considering the height to which this mat- 
ter has been carried— should all their 
.actions he submitted to thu public and dis- 
cussed. That, however indiscreet the 
pupils may have been, it is preferable that 
their m stakes 1 e mad 1 ? public than that 
the educators and scholars of the surround- 
ing towns ami colleges should he allowed 
to believe for a moment the absurd, untrue 
tales which have been circulated among 
them, and which the superintendent’s and 
the committee’s policy have so far encour- 
aged them to believe. 

Tho harm that has been clone to the good 
reputation of tho school by a policy of si- 
lence nml insinuations on the part of its 
committee is incalculable. That w*u who 
have heard these stories should feel most 
keenly the disgrace is hut natural. 

If it is necessary to discuss the method 
of the elections of school committeemen in 
Newton up to this time, there is much that, 
can be said on both sides. Whether or not 
Newton has elected men t > this position 
who have “discharged their duties faith- 
fully” was not the subject of last week’s 
inquiry. 

If the committee will kindly stafe pub- 
licly that they do not give their reasons lor 
their recent decision because they are 
afraid of hurting the reputation of the late 
head-master or of flic sous and daughters 
of some of the best families in Newton, they 
will prove conclusively to the intimate 
friends of the school that either the infor- 
mation supplied to the committee w as false 
or that they reached their decision care- 
lessly. 

Ami in closing, may we suggest to tho 
citizens that the strength of such a com- 
munication as “Observer’s” lies in a known 
signature.

My dear Girls:— This time I believe we 
w6re to come to. or apmximatc tho point ' 
of how to he well, and consequently happy 
and beautiful. A desideratum surely. If 
you were where you could ask questions, 
make suggestions, and discuss the matter, 
we should get on much better, and conclu- 
sions would he greatly facilitated. 

As we learned in ’80 at the High School, 
a necessary precedent to a discussion is 
such a definition of terms as will bring us 
all to a common understanding. Especially 
is this necessity when in the louse use of 
language, a great variety of interpretations 
have been given to the terms used. Per- 
haps no larger scope is given to any com- 
mon words, than to those which appear as 
the prominent ones in our topic, health, 
happiness and beauty. So large is the 
latitude given to these terms, that scarcely 
two persons aie found who have of them 
the same idea, or for which they have the 
same standard. 

Let uK see then how they may he defined 
so as to commend the definition to reason 
and good sense. We will call health the 
state or condition, physical. mental and 
moral, or spiritual. in which all the functions 
of this trinity work harmoniously together, 
without jar or friction. Pretty broad, isn’t 
it? But what can you have less, since the 
interblendings and reactions are such, that 
it is impossible, under the immutable law 
that inheres in everything, and controls 
everything, to permits divergence from the 
normal standard, in either realm, without 
affecting the others. Every day we have 
illustrations of the action of the mind upon 
the body, and the almost absolute control 
of the mental and moral, by the animal or 
physical is, alas! too common to need 
special comment. 

In short, neither tho physical, mental or 
spiritual part of us can be “out of gear” 
without affecting the working of the whole 
machinery. 

You readily understand that there must 
he in the engine, not only a perfect adapta- 
tion of parts, but a well regulated quantity 
of the propelling force, and that for the 
production of this force there must be the 
nicest adjustment of water and heat. No 
man would attempt to subtract either of 
these factors, and expect a practical work- 
ing machine. 

In other words, to accomplish the ends 
for which an engine is made, we must have 
it complete in all its parts,— it must be a 
whole or healthy machine, including the 
propelling force. 

If then to be in health we must recognize 
all the factors which go to form this com- 
plex being, man or girl, then it is a foregone 
conclusion that none can be neglected or 
left in disuse; nor can any be required to 
perform the functions of the others. Each 
in its place, each doing its own work, each 
in harmonious action with all. 

Abnormal development at one point is 
detriment to all others. Hence, for physical 
health there must be due observance of the 
law of growth, so that the mental and 
moral shall not be dwarfed. The head may 
not grow at the expense of the heart; the 
body inay not be fed at the expense of the 
head, or otherwise you subvert beauty and 
produce a monstrosity. 

The physical is but the expression of the 
mental and moral, or in other terms, of the 
intelligence and tlie disposition. Leave 
out these forces and you have a putty face, 
and a being devoid of character, drifting 
with every current, incapable and of neces- 
sity devoid of the first idea of real 
happiness. But what is happiness? We 
must not forget to define our terms. Let 
us then consider happiness to be something 
like that which Herbert Spencer defines it 
to be. “Happiness” lie says, “consists in 
tlie due satisfaction of all the normal de- 
sires, that is, happiness is the due exer- 
cise of nil the laculties.” 

Assuming that happiness is the end of 
our creation, ami that to this end the laws 
of life conspire, obedience to these laws 
are but the means to that end. All con- 
sciousness, all sensation, all impression, all 
volition, all feelings, ideas, affections, come 
through the faculties, which in harmonious 
action produce that compound, complex 
state wo call happiness. So that after all 
this comes in as part of real health, or 
wholeness. But how about the beauty! 
What is beauty? Aye! there’s the conflict. 
1 can tell you in wliafc it does not consist, 
and cannot. Not in anything in the pro- 
duction of which any natural law is violated. 
Why? Because nature, pure, and unadulter- 
ated, is tho expression of the wisdom, love, 
and power of tho creative hand which 
never moulds without design, and never 
makes mistakes. Abortions and Monstro- 
sities come from tlie attempt somewhere to 
thwart the harmonious symmetry of nature. 

Beauty then must follow nature and obey 
law. Later wo will imitate tho methods of 
the ancient clergy, and having gone through 
our points, will make tho application. 
Meantime consider the points already made, 
and if any disagree, say so. Tlie Graphic 
will give you room if we do not take too 
much space. To the end that there shall 
lie room for all, I will make my adieu for

The ultimate phase of the Crowninshield- 
Stone affair is a very sad one, says the Bos- 
ton Kecord, saddor in every way than if 
there had been a lover of Miss Florenco 
Stone and ho had really died just ns she 
was about to sail for England to he married, 
for now the most charitable construction 
that can he put upon the lady’s conduct is 
that she was the victim of a strange halluci- 
nation and has not consciously deceived her 
friends, who have placed every confidence 
in her till the denouement proved that the 
whole story of her courtship and coming 
marringc to the wealthy English Crownin- 
shicld was the creation of her own brain 
The wealthy lover docs not exist and never 
did; ‘the letters which the unfortunate 
woman would read so readily to those who 
were in her confidence came through no 
mail, and were received only nt the delivery 
of her own diseased imagination; the royal 
gift that her future husband was to present 
to her on her wedding day was as mythical 
as the golden treasures of El Dorado. 

The pitiful part of the matter is, that 
those who knew her best and trusted and 
loved her most now realize thnt her whole 
life for the past two years has been one 
coutinuod deceit, and they are fain to com 
clutlo that she was not herself in all this, 
which conclusion must bo the correct one, 
for it is impossible that a woman of her 
character could liavo systematically and 
consistently carried on such a farce for so 
long a time, had she been in her right mind. 
As it is, it is wonderful that she could bring 
her friends into such complete participation 
in all her plans with never a flaw appearing 
to arouse suspicion. They believed in the 
far-off Mr. Crowninshield, believed in his 
immense wealth, believed in the ocean 
voyage to meet him and for a long time be- 
lieved in his death. 

Just what event was so powerful in affect- 
ing Miss Stone’s mind is not known, and 
perhaps never will be. The story of her 
infatuation for Mr. Caspar Crowninshield 
her friends are inclined to discredit.

Mil. COFFIN’S STATEMENT. 

A reporter called upon Mr. W. H. Coffin 
at his residence in Brighton, where Miss 
Stone had lived for some time past. Mr. 
Coffin was sick and could not see him, but 
he sent out word that the facts stated 
above were true.

She used totalkuith 
me freely about her engagement and coming 
marriage to Mr. Crowninshield, and always 
so rationally that I never was led to suspect 
that it was not all straight. If she has put 
others to expense she has certainly spent a 
great deal of money herself in her halluci- 
nation. She had me make her two big oak 
chests to carry her things to England in. 

I turned out two splendid ones for her, but 
in a short time they came back because 1 
had put pine bottoms in them. She wanted 
them solid oak throughout, she said, to 
bIiow Mr. Crowninshield how we did things 
over here. She also told me of the 
memorial chapel that her lover was to erect 
in Chestnut Hill. She said he wanted to 
buihl one in honor of his) father either in 
Brooklyn or New York, hut that she per- 
suaded him to locate it in Chestnut Hill, 
since he was an Englishman and it would 
make no special difference to him. 

“She also told my wife a story which, of 
course, tve credited at the time, to the 
effect that Mr. Dana Estes, of Estes A 
Lauriat, in whose family she was at one 
time governess, met her and her betrothed 
in a horse car one day, and from seeing her 
in such aristocratic company came to re- 
gard her with more respect. That anecdote 
is probably part and parcel with the rest. 
How it could havo happened 1 certainly am 
at a loss to know; she was sane enough on 
every other topic.” 

SENT TO AN ASYLUM. 

Miss Florence Stone has been judicially 
declared insane and was removed Monday 
morning to the Hudson River State Asylum 
at Poughkeepsie. Her mental condition was 
examined into on Saturday by Drs. Milton 
J. Roberts and J. Leonard Corning, com- 
missioners in lunacy appointed by Judge 
Donohue, of the supreme court of New 
York. They reported that Miss Stone “had 
entertained the exalted delusion that she 
was about to marry a millionaire; that she 
was to be married in St. George’s church, 
Loudon, and that her lover finally died. 
She caused,” the report further states, “a 
large number of friends to come to New 
York to accompany her on this imaginary 
weddiug tour. She has lost flesh, has oc- 
casional hallucinations a£ night and has 
lucid intervals at times.” The physicians 
have but slight hopes that Miss Stone will 
recover her mental faculties. 


The Piazza Decorative Mania. 

I observed, by the way. a dreadful develop" 
ment of the lesthetic principle in the course 
of a recent drive through several of our 
suburbs. It appears that thcro has this 
season broken out, with some violence, a 
mania for tho decoration of piazzas, which 
promises, if not quickly suppressed, to 
make sad work of country residences and 
summer cottages. One house which 1 ob- 
served particularly had a noble veranda; 
broad, airy and the very picture of cool- 
ness and refreshing shade. But tho ceiling 
was decorated with strips of blue ami red; 
the painter hail been let loose upon the 
sides and pillars, and everywhere, against 
the side of the house which formed tho 
background, wore stuck pamlily colored 
fans. Tho wholo resulted in an irresistible 
reminder of Downer’s Landing. Perhaps 
it is not too late to do somo little good by 
protesting against this sort of thing. It 
should he pointed out to these deluded 
decorators that a piazza painted in dark 
browns or grays, furnished with hammocks 
and comfortable chairs, looks exactly as it 
should look, and is therefore completely 
“artistic,” sinco tlmt is no doubt what they 
are after; while a summer piazza gaudily 
painted and hacked by cheap Japanese fans 
is neither a piazza, nor a reception room, 
nor a summer house, nor anything that 
they may fondly fancy it to be. It is sim- 
ply a terror to the rightly cultivated eye 
and a grief to all who enjoy the beauties 
of Boston’s suburbs and are proud of them.

Thackeray made a 
feature of the frogs, gold lace, Hessian 
boots, high stocks and (lowered dressing- 
gowns of his men; and who can over forget 
the “curley-tnol un-pew” of Harry Foker? 
while l»o scarcely ever shows us Jos Sedlcy 
except in "full tog;”; but lie seems half 
afraid to touch the mysteries of the 
feminine toilotto, although once lie does 
express Becky’s simple artlcssncss by a 
gown of white muslin and blue ribbous. 

He lets us see Lady Maria Esmond’s little 
clocked stocking, little blnck satin slippers 
with little red heels, but says never a word 
of the gown that goes with them. Blanche 
Amory, the most stylish of all his young 
mondaincH , we never see more definitely 
dressed than in white silk, except on one 
conspicuous occasion, when certainly 
neither the author of "Mes Larmes” could 
have dressed her. nor yet her maid, but 
when Thackeray himself must liavo 
clutched wildly at his costume "props;” 
and s* her bonnet was "pink,” and her 
parasol "light blue.” 

Dobbin reports that Amelia Sedley was 
married in a brown pelisse and the inevit- 
able pink ribbons, and we all know brave 
Peggy O’Dowd, with a cock’s plume in her 
lint aud a huge "repayther” at her waist. 
Thackeray’s usual mnuner of indicating 
youthful and feminine blitlienoss is by a 
general indeflnitencss of fresh complexions 
and pink bonnets; otherwise he is as in- 
different to feminine costume as Jane 
Austen. 

Curiously enough, for a woman writer, 
Jane Austen never describes a complete 
toilette. Sho has a way of throwing white 
musliu over her heroines— muslin sprigged, 
muslin plain, musiiu spotted, muslin em- 
broidered, mull or jaconet — but beyond that 
sfee enters into few details. This is the 
more noticable that in her private life she 
was in a small provincial atmosphere of 
teas, gossip and woman’s finery, and her 
correspondence was full of such. Perhaps 
the bourgeoisely moral tone she adopted in 
the society of her "elegant females” and 
gentlemenliko men” was the cause of this, 
for in "Northanger Abbey” she takes pains 
to say: "Dress is a frivolous distinction, 
and excessive solicitude about it often de- 
stroyes its own aim. Little is the heart of 
man effected by wliat is new or costly ill 
woman’s attire; little is it biased by the 
texture of their muslin; and how unsuscep- 
tible to peculiar tenderness toward muslin, 
tamboured or plain. Woman is fine f 
her own satisfaction only. No man will ad- 
mire her the more, no woman will like her 
the bettor for it.” George Eliot had de- 
-cidedly other ideas, plain elderly woman 
though she. was while writing her novels, 
and by her own confession in her correspon- 
dence, appropos of a certain gray brocade, 
dowdily indifferent to it forjier own self. 
The costuming of her women is a salient 
artistic touch of her stories, and she pays 
her highest, possible tribute to Dorothea’s 
Madonna-like boauty in the very first lines 
• of "Middlemareh,” when she says it was a 
ikind thrown into relief by poor dress. She 
invariably dresses Dorothea in a manner to 
•enhance this nun-like character of her 
beauty, as she gives Rosamond butterfly 
..colors, and Komola the black sergo and 
golden hair of a Fra Angelico virgin. Un- 
happy Mrs. Transomo glides through her 
-chapters always still and cold, liko sepulch- 
ral marble, in her aged velvet and laee. 
The Dodshon sisters were lussy about their 
.caps and false fronts; little Hetty ran to 
earrings, as well as did the Cohens; and 
even Mrs. Holt, when she goes to the little 
minister with her heart breaking for her boy, 
stakes pains to dress herself in a gown pre- 
viously cast off, a front all out of curl. and a 
-cap with no starch in it; aud another time, 
wisiting Transorae Hall, was attired with a 
view' not to charm the eye, but rather to af- 
;ilict it with all the expression of woe that 
belongs to very rusty bombazine and the 
liinpest state of false hair. 

Like George Eliot, Anthony Trollope hits 
off character — or traits of it— by certain 
touches of dress. How could independent 
. sturdiness of character, strong-minded ness, 
perhaps, be better described than by his 
picture of Miss Grey’s head-gear in "The 
Scarborough Family?” She always wore a 
slouch hat, which, from motives of propri- 
ety, she called her bonnet, and which gave 
her a singular appearance, as though put 
on solely to thatch her from the weather. 
It was made generally of black straw, and 
was round at all points of the circle, and 
fastened with broad brown ribbous. It 
was supposed in the neighborhood to bo 
completely water tight. 

William Black’s heroines, whatever their 
diversities of character ami unlikcncsscs of 
. situation, invariably have one thing common 
— their stylo of dross.Tliey are all physically 
of one type, too; ami a portrait of one. with 
trifling changes, perhaps, of hair and eyes, 
would answer for all the fair throng. They 
are always tall, fair, ami slim; English 
Dianas, modernly draped; and each and 
every one of them seem to have come out 
from Do Maurier’s drawing-rooms. Their 
creator never permits any frivolity of taste 
among them; no fantasticality of puff and 
flounce, nor eccentricity of color. They 
are almost invariably clothed in one color, 
"relieved” — Blaek’s great millinery word— 
with one other. Black velvet is a favorite 
gown with him, "relieved” by a band of 
gold, a knot of ribbon, or row of self-colored 
beads at the throat. Sometimes it is a 
white gown, sometimes a gray— never any 
other color, and always "relieved” by a 
slender hit of brilliant contrasting one. 
The taste of these long-limbed nymphs be- 
comes rather Monotonous in time. Wo 
know the contents of all their armories and 
wardrobes; and wc heartily approve of the 
I heroine of "Sunrise” when *>he appeal's 
with a scarlet cap upon her dusky locks, 
even although, as usual, the dress is (he 
same black velvet, always so numerously 
kept in stock by Mr. Black.

here. Beyond tlieso meadows winds in and 
out the blue Connecticut, and still beyond, 
pi loci up in the distance, arc one range of 
(lie White Mountains, New Hampshire’s 
;>ride and glory. So you can imagine that 
the outlook Is moRt grand and inspiring, for 
one never tiros of looking at the grand old 
hills, cloud crowned, and ever changing. 

Every moment is crowded full of delight- 
ful experiences and dreams. One comes so 
much nearer to Nature’s heart in this wild, 
free life, entirely away from the convention- 
alities that chafe aud hamper so often in 
the city life. Every thing here is real, one 
is impressed with this I think, as one sees 
Nature in her grandest habiliments, and 
not shaven ami shorn of so much of her 
beauty. 

1 am forcibly reminded of what Geo. 
Eliot writes, in one of her letters to a friend, 
which is something liko . this: "In the 
country the days have broad spaces, and 
the very stillness seems to give a delight- 
ful roominess to the hours.” The days 
are so long and still, and a pence seems up- 
on everything, which is very restful. Our 
hammocks with pillows of the aromatic 
fir-balsam (which grows in profusion here- 
abouts), are occupied most of the time, and 
surely for solid coinfort this surpasses all 
else.

TARIFF AND PROTECTION. 

The speech of Senator Dawes before tho 
■ American Papormakcrs’ association at 
Saratoga shows that it would have been a 
groat mistake to havo retired him in favor 
K>f Congressman Long, and compares most 
favorably with tho speech tho latter made 
at the Chautauqua assembly at Framing- 
ham on the samo subject. Senator Dawes 
•knows what ho is talking about, and his 
-opinions on tariff and protection are the 
-result of careful study of tho subject, while 
'Congressman Long adopts what he sup- 
poses is tho popular theory. 

Senator Dawes ought to have great in- 
•flnence upon the legislation at Washington 
upon the question, and he will, if consci- 
entious study of a subject and* wisely 
• formed opinions count for anything, which 
is not always tho case, unfortunately, in 
either state or national legislatures. 

Senator Dawes devoted the opening por- 
tion of his address to the need of a fre- 
quent revision of tho tariff. The elements 
which determiuo the character of a tariff 
ior protection are constantly changing and 
uncertain, necessitating corresponding 
-changes in tho laws themselves. For want 
of just such readjustment, he says vast, in- 
dustries in this country, bom of these re- 
cent changes in methods and character of 
production^ have been, with all the labor 
and capital they have employed on our own 
soil, paralyzed and given over to foreign 
•workshops and foreign labor. The new 
styles of woollen goods called worsteds 
are a notable instance of this. The tin 

* plate manufacture isanother. 

Ono thing he recommends is free raw 
materials, and a policy that will lay down 
the raw material at the door of the man- 
r ufactory at the lowest possible cost. 

Another feature of the revision he re- 
commends. is the reduction of 50 per cent 

• of the duty 6n sugar, with a bounty on all 
sugar raised in this- country, which is 
about one-twelfth of the total amount 
consumed. This will reduce the revenue 
by some thirty million dollars, and be a 
great relief to the consumers. 

The tobacco tax he also recommends 
shall be abolished, as ho says it is a tax 
on producer and consumer alike, which 
encourages no industry, but handicaps and 
burdens all connected with it. The abol- 
ishment would make a reduction of twenty- 
eight millions at once. Senator Dawes 
wisely says nothing about abolishing the 
whiskey tax, which some protectionists 
’have foolishly recommended, and his 
speech would go far towards converting 
non-believers to the theory of protection, 
lie shows a wise understanding of the 
needs of the country, and also illustrates 
the ditfcrence between a statesman and “a 
politician for revenue only.” 

“Tim greatest American NoveljtJhat has 
appeared for many years” is what the Bos- 
ton Traveller calls Edgar Fawcett’s “The 
TJonfessions of Claud.” The Traveller 
critic, however, need not be understood to 
mean that Mr. Fawcett is a great writer, or 
that his rather commonplace novels are 
really admired by the critic.

REV. MR. LAMB’S VOYAGE.

Rev. W. A. Lamb writing to a friend 
from on board tho Bothnia, on the “broad 
Atlantic” gives the following amusing ac- 
count of life on the ocean wave: 

We left Boston under flying colors. The 
colors flying from the dock in the hands 
of friends were sweat moistened. How we 
pitied that crowd broiling on the sunny 
side of the wharf. We were headed from 
a Turkish bath out into cool, bracing sea 
breezes where humanity could enjoy the 
appetite of a shark.

A 
man does not know what there is in him 
until he has been up aud down sea-sick. 
Before leaving home a person unacquainted 
with the mode of getting to Europe asked, 
“Do you intend to travel by rail?”

So it is a good 
plan to get the captain of your ship to as- 
sign you a place at the rail, where you can 
bow and pay tribute to Neptune without 
being molested by others.

My tli of The Idle (Jrndnntc. 

“(toetlio says that it is only needful to 
repeat a thing often enough ftud everybody 
will end by bolioving it,” writes | Colonel 
HicgiuKon in Harper’s Bazar. '‘There nro 
always growing up certain myths about 
our public-school system, which proceeded 
originally from persons of small experi- 
ence, and have boon taken up nnd ropented 
by other persons of still less, so that now 
they are confidently believed by largo num- 
bers of persons. Ono of these is what 
may bo called the myth of the idle gradu- 
ate — the tradition, namely, that tho com- 
munity is full of nsoloss persons, unable to 
earn a living or to do any service in tho 
world, who are high-school graduates, and 
who, but for that fact, would bo industri- 
ous, self-respecting, and serviceable. 
Each person who repeats and enlarges this 
myth claims to know some one or more 
persons, who, oven after a high-school 
course, are inefficient, incapable, or silly. 
From this it is an easy step to infer tlint 
tho high school hns made this unsatisfac- 
tory person what ho or sho is; and it is an- 
other easy inference to point out that prob- 
ably all the classmates of this unfortunate 
examplcr are as bad or possibly worse. 

Like tho traveller who, generalizing 
from bis first lamlloid and landlady, wrote 
down in his diary that all tho men in 
Alsare squinted and all tho women wore 
red-haired, so these rcasouers assume that 
tho whole high-school system of tho 
nation is a failure, because of the undenia- 
ble faet that Michael Smith, even after 
going through the wholo course pre- 
scribed by that institution, appears to be 
very nearly as foolish and impracticable as 
he was before. 

It may bo said, possibly, in behalf of the 
high-school system, that there are certain 
things which neither that form of teaching 
or any other t can accomplish. One of 
these is to overcome entirely all hereditary 
traits, and to mnke, as a rustic orator elo- 
quently remarked, “the incompetent com- 
petent, the intcinpcrato temperate, and the 
industrious dustrious.” Neitnur high 
school nor academy nor college can thor- 
oughly eradicate wlmt is born into a child, 
or give the boy who was bred in a hovel 
among drunkards quite so good a chance 
as ono who was moulded among heroes 
and saints. 

The most that can be claimed is that, on 
the whole, these institutions accomplish all 
that can bo expected of them; that they 
bring merit to the front, and confer some 
good even on those of inferior merit. The 
test of this is to be found in the experience 
of successive generations; and tho best 
proof that this experience goes all ono way 
is in the steady growth of superior instruc- 
tion in our towns and cities and counties 
and states. For. our whole public-school 
system is a thing evolved or developed 
among an essentially frugal, hard-headed 
and rather unsentimental people; aud the 
wide consent among this race of people in 
every locality in favor of the liigh-school 
system is, on tho whole, a sufficient proof 
that it turns out a class of graduates who 
are a help to their parents, and not an incum- 
bus upon them. Were it otherwise, it needs 
but little acquaintance with our people to 
know that tho whole system would long 
since have been thrown overboard. 


Mr. Cutler’s School.

—Mr. E. H. Cutler, hitherto headmaster of 
the high school at Newton, and formerly 
principal of the high school at Providence, 
R. I., will open at Newton, on the third 
Monday iu September, a proparatoiy 
school for boys. Ho will teach all the 
branches required of boys entering col- 
lege for the scientific schools, and meet 
tho requirements of young men in want 
of an English education. Mr. Cutler is a 
graduate of Brown University, used to 
teach mathematics in that institution, is 
exceptionally efficient in the classical and 
modern languages, aud has an irreproach- 
able character. It is an open secret that 
he was not wanted at the Newton liigh- 
school for reasons which tho lords aud 
masters of that institution have been so 
prudent as to keep to themselves. In 
other words, a perfectly competent and 
justly honored teacher has beeu obliged to 
yield to bossism, and is now doing the 
best thing possible, that is, running an op- 
position school iu which he is likely to 
continue his very excellent record. A 
teacher inferior to Mr. Cutler in scholar- 
ship aud character would deserve public 
support if abused by bosses who do not 
know the difference between a trustee- 
ship and personal preferences. Persons 
disposed to become professional teachers 
should kuow that in Andover, Newton and 
elsewhere in Massachusetts a teacher is 
apt to bo treated as a hired man who is en- 
gaged or discharged like a private sorvaut, 
and is expected first of all to “please” 
the bosses. Under such circumstances 
every teacher is to be congratulated upon 
gaining his personal and professional 
freedom; for it is intolerable that a free 
man aud a scholar should become the tool 
and subject of the bosses, be they techni- 
cally known as a school committee, visit- 
ors, trustees, superintendents, overseers, 
or anything else. A true teacher must bo 
a free agent. If he is not that, he will be a 
poor teacher. Aud tho authorities techni- 
cally iu charge of our schools are not by 
any means the best judges of good teach- 
ing.

Receipt for Raspberry Shrub. 

Put five quarts of ripe raspberries into a 
large eartbern bowl or stone jar, and pour 
over them one quart of strong, well-flavored 
vinegar; wash well and lot stand 24 hours. 
Then strain through a flannel, and pour the 
liquid obtained over 4 quarts of fresh 
berries. Let thiB stand as before, then 
strain and pour over another 4 quarts of 
fresh fruit. When the last is prepared, put 
it into a stone jar and add one pound of 
fine granulated sugar to each pint of the 
liquid. As soon as tho sugar is dissolved, 
stir it well and put the jar into a pan or 
kettle of hot water where it may simmer 
for sonic time. Skim carefully until noth- 
ing rises to tho surface. Take from the 
stove and bottle when perfectly cool. One- 
half of the receipt makes six quarts of 
shrub, and a delicious drink. — [J.

DEACON HENRY CLAFLIN. 

From Tho Christian Register. 

Deacon Henry Claflin, who died the 20tli 
of April, 1887, iu liis sevcnty-lifth year, was 
one of the oldest residents of Newton, and 
identified with all that pertains to its re- 
cent growth. He was among the earliest 
members of the Channing Church, and for 
many years a prominent merchant of Bos- 
ton. In business circles, ho was held in 
the highest esteem; and his name was one 
upon which no shadow of reproach ever 
fell. I well remember how, years ago, 
men who had known him only as a man of 
business spoke of him not only in respect- 
ful, but kindly, terms. This always 
seemed to me an assurance that tho same 
kind and gentle spirit was revealed iu all 
places, at all times, and under all circum- 
stances. At an early age ho accepted the 
principles of liberal Christianity; and his 
whole life was ono of unobtrusive yet earn- 
est and unswerving devotion to them. 
They shaped his ideals and regulated his 
practice. During the earlier part of his 
active career, lie was a member of tho 
Church of tho Messiah in New York City. 
But, while still u comparatively young 
man, he removed, nearly forty years ago, to 
Newton. During tlio time before tho or- 
ganization of a liberal Christian church in 
Newton, he was a constant attendant upon 
the religious services at tho First Parish 
Church of Watertown. When, later, a 
little society was organized, iu his own 
neighborhood, he was among those who 
met in Union Hall from September, 1861, 
until tho time when the little church was 
erected on Washington street. 

For many years, ho was ono of the dea- I 
cons of dimming Church, and frem the ; 
beginning of its history to the time of his j 
death closely identified with all its interests i 
ami in sympathy witli its aims. He was i 
ono of tlio few by whose generosity the ! 
building of our first church edifice was 
rendered possible. He likewise aided in i 
its enlargement; and when tho new stone 
church was erected oil Veruon street, he 


now that he is taken from our sight, memo- 
ry loves to dwell upon “tho good gray head 
which all men knew.” 

But Mr. Claflin was not only an honora- 
ble man of business and an earnest helper 
iu the church: he was also a public-spirited 
citizen. He was interested in the affairs 
of his adopted city, and took an intelli- 
gent part in whatever concerned the inter- 
ests of the State and nation. In so far as 
politics means a service of self, ho was 
above it; but in so far as it means a ser- 
vice of the community in which one lives 
and the country to which one belongs, he 
considered that it had a right to his time 
and thought. Never caring for office, he 
was year after year implicitly trusted with 
the responsibility of selecting others to fill 
it. Ho found liis satisfaction in the per- 
formance of civic duty which belongs to 
every citizen. And it is to his praise that 
ho did what, to their shame bo it spoken, 
so many neglect or decline to do. It was 
iu liis own home, however, that Deacon 
Claflin was seen and known at liis best. 
Not that he was there other than he was 
elsewhere, but that in his home the 
sweetness of his gentle spirit was more 
fully disclosed and the meaning of his 
quiet ways better understood. He had the 
rare good-fortune to see his children and 
grandchildren gathered to the last about 
him. Time did not separate liis dear ones 
from him, but brought to him more for his 
affection to nurture. When, in Mt. Au- 
burn, I saw his six grandchildren placing 
their little wreaths of flowers upon his 
bosom, I was reminded as never before of 
the way in which the generations of men 
are drawn together and made one by the 
constraining power of a loving heart; and 
I realized that lie does not die who lives on 
thus in the hearts he has blessed by wliat 
he was and what he was to them. 

John Wesley used to say, “Our people 
die well.” With the memory of a life liko 
that of Deacon Claflin iu our hearts, we 
may say what is better still,— “Our people 
live well. ” And it is just because our 
friend was so true to all responsibilities 
hero that we feel sure ho will be true to 
them wherever he may be called; and, just 
because God helped him to do a manly part 
here, we have a confident trust that beyond 
the vale the same strength will be given 
him and the same hand will guide him, 
“For we aro persuaded that neither life nor 
death, nor tilings presont nor things to 
come, shall be able to separate [him] from 
tlio love of God which is in Christ Jesus our 
Lord.” 

At a meeting of the members of Chan- 
ning Church, Newton, it was unanimously 
deemed fitting that a memorial, expressive 
of their appreciation of the services and 
worth of Mr. Henry Claflin, be prepared by 
the pastor. In accordance with that re- 
quest, I have sought to indicate some of 
those services and some of those traits of 
character which made Mr. Claflin so es- 
teemed in the community and so dear to 
us.
